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Sale of Colonial Downs 
complete, racing set for 2019 


D efinitive signs point toward racing’s 
return to Virginia in 2019 after the 
passage of legislation to aUow histor¬ 
ic racing machines in the commonwealth 
inspired a Chicago-based racing and gam¬ 
ing company to purchase Colonial Downs. 

Specifics about when, how and for how 
long racing would be conducted in Virginia 
remained somewhat unclear in mid-May 
not long after Revolutionary Racing LLC 
purchased Colonial Downs for a price 
“in excess of $20 million.” Revolutionary 
Racing bills itself as a “real estate devel¬ 
opment and operations group for horse 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering facilities” 
and purchased Colonial from Jeff Jacobs’ 
Jacobs Entertainment. 

Colonial Downs has not conducted a 
Thoroughbred race meet since July 13, 
2013, when a 12-race card attracted a 
crowd of more than 6,000 on a cloudy day 
to see War Dancer win the $500,000 Vir¬ 
ginia Derby-G2 and Nellie Cashman take 
the $150,000 Virginia Oaks-G3. Finura, 
fittingly a Virginia-bred from the breed¬ 
ing program of the late Edward Evans, 
won the final race that afternoon to end a 
tumultuous chapter of Colonial’s history 
that only dated back to 1997. 

Colonial hosted Standardbred racing in 
2014 and the Dogwood Classic steeple¬ 


chase meet in April of that year (meaning 
the last Thoroughbred race held on the 
property was a three-horse training flat race 
won by Dr. Skip), then closed after battles 
over race dates, purses and simulcasting 
rights between Jacobs and horsemen. 

The path toward a racing’s return did 
not come with any acrimony, and was 
opened up when Virginia Gov. Ralph 
Northam signed a biU to allow historic rac¬ 
ing machines—known by the name Instant 
Racing and in use at tracks in Kentucky 
and Arkansas. 

“It’s huge,” said Debbie Easter, presi¬ 
dent of the Virginia Equine Alliance and 
executive director of the Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Association. “None of us knows 
what racing is going to look like yet, to teU 
you the truth aU we’ve been doing is 
focused on getting this biU passed. But the 
reality is 2019. 

“My guess is it would probably start 
off slow and hopefuUy buUd into some¬ 
thing, and this would be Debbie Easter’s 
thoughts, that we can be working with the 
Maryland Jockey Club again. I don’t know 
what it wUl look like, whether it looks 
like the last time we were racing here or 
something new. I hope we can be working 
together on this. Turf racing has gotten to 
be very popular up there and everywhere. 


we’ve got an awful big turf course put to 
good use here and maybe give theirs a little 
break sometime.” 

A meeting between officials from 
Revolutionary Racing and the MJC was 
set for sometime during the week of the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl. DetaUs of that meet¬ 
ing were not immediately known, nor is 
much information in public about Colonial 
Downs’ new owner. 

Revolutionary is headed by Larry Lucas, 
a former executive with the advance- 
deposit wagering company Youbet.com; 
Prentice Salter, whose background is in the 
restaurant and entertainment industries 
and most recently led the development of 
a network of 63 off-track betting facilities 
in the Dominican Republic; and veteran 
racing and gaming executive Jeff Franklin. 

“A vibrant and successful Colonial 
Downs is critical to ensuring that horse 
racing can thrive and grow in the common¬ 
wealth,” Lucas said in a statement after the 
sale of Colonial was finalized April 25. 
“Horse racing can be traced to the earliest 
years of the Colony of Virginia. And every 
Virginian takes great pride in this being the 
birthplace of Secretariat, the most famous 
horse to ever take the track. Now with this 
purchase we are well on our way to bringing 
back this historic industry.” — Tom Taw

What’s in a Name? 

The Light Hearted Stakes and Obeah Stakes 

A. periodic look at the names of various stakes races in the region or with a regional 
connection. Who were thej? And what did thej do to get honored in such a way?

I n 1934, Jane duPont married Harry 
Lunger and they of course played a 
big role in the first season at Delaware 
Park. The Lungers named their Christiana 
Stables after a small community a few 
miles from the racetrack founded by 
friends and family in 1937, so it’s only fit¬ 
ting that the track still honors Christiana’s 
success with races named after some of 
the Lungers’ top horses. 

Harry gifted his wife their first race¬ 
horse as a birthday present and the two 
were instantly hooked to the game for life. 


Jane duPont Lunger raced Obeah (above) and 
Light Hearted in her Christiana Stabies coiors. 


With gold and purple silks, the stable 
had a lasting impact of more than 65 
years, with runners winning Eclipse 
Awards and HaU of Fame inductions. 
Harry Lunger died in 1976, but Christiana 
carried on for decades. At the time of 
Jane’s death in 2001, Christiana owned 
some 60 horses with generations of 
breeding and racing success. 

The family’s involvement in racing 
continues. Braxton Lynch, the grand¬ 
daughter to the late Jane and Harry 
Lunger, operates Royal Oak Farm, a full- 
service breeding facility in Paris, Ky. 

Growing up, Lynch’s father Richie 
Jones helped manage her grandparents’ 
growing racing and breeding operation. 
Lynch has fond memories of going racing 
at Delaware Park and Saratoga with her 
grandmother. 

“We spent a lot of time with my 
grandmother in the box,” Lynch said of 
her early racing memories. “My grand¬ 
mother was a fierce handicapper so she 
would have us run bets for her and if she 
won she would give us a little tip. Saratoga 
was a special place for my family, spend¬ 


ing summers there we immersed ourselves 
the racing culture.” 

Christiana Stables had a history of 
breeding successful stakes winners and 
prided itself on raising and breeding ath¬ 
letic fiUies and mares, selling off most of 
their colts and keeping the mares to breed 
when their racing careers ended. 

Contested in early June, the $50,000 
Light Hearted Stakes for 3-year-old fillies 
honors one of Christiana’s most tenacious 
homebreds. Light Hearted was bred in 
Virginia by Christiana and sired by one 
of the Lungers’ most productive stallions, 
Cyane, a top 2-year-old of 1961 who won 
the 1962 Dwyer as a 3-year-old and went 
on to sire 48 stakes winners. 

Out of Christiana runner Ho Ho, 

Light Hearted was anything but light of 
heart. From 25 starts spanning 1971-75, 
she won 14 races and earned $242,066. 
Trained by Henry Clark, she won the 
Delaware Oaks in 1972, one of her six 
wins at the track that summer. 

After her fourth consecutive win, the 
Wilmington Morning News reported, “Light 
Hearted merely toyed with her rivals, 
repeating a scenario from her three previ¬ 
ous victories at the track.” 

Light Hearted won nine of 10 starts 
at Delaware, the only defeat coming to 
Susan’s Girl and Summer Guest in the 
1973 Delaware Handicap. She was prep- 
ping for another go at that race in 1975, 
and had won her first two starts, when 
she was injured in a race at Belmont Park 
and retired. Her son Oh Say (by Hoist 
the Flag) became a stakes winner for 
Christiana and later a sire. 

The $100,000 Obeah Stakes, run in 
mid-June, mirrors the same historical 
feel as the Light Hearted. What began as 
a $20,000 race in 1984 has transformed 
into a prestigious test for fillies and 
mares looking to prep for the Delaware 
Handicap later in the Delaware meet or 
perhaps get a springboard to Saratoga or 
other major races. 

Like Light Hearted, Obeah was sired 
by Cyane but came a few years earlier. 
Bred in Kentucky by Bertram Linder, 
Obeah joined the Christiana squad via 
a $10,000 bid at the 1966 Fasig-Tipton 
yearling sale at Saratoga. The purchase 
may have simply been the result of the 
Lungers trying to help Cyane’s sales statis¬ 
tics, but they got a bargain. 

Christiana gifted the fiUy with a name 
referencing a type of Caribbean witch- 
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THE RACING 

Colonial Downs—Back to the future 
as sale is completed: The sale of 
Virginia’s Colonial Downs to Revolu¬ 
tionary Racing and Peninsula Pacific 
was completed in late April, moving 
Virginia racing one step closer to a 
rebirth—live racing perhaps returning 
in 2019, Frank Vespe reported.

Monmouth Sports Betting: 
“We Needed A Break”

D ennis Drazin’s confidence turned out to be well placed. Drazin, chairman and 
chief executive officer of Darby Development LLC, the operators of Monmouth 
Park, was sure the Supreme Court would overturn the federal law banning sports 
betting, the Professional and Amateur Sports Protection Act (PASPA), and he was 
right. On May 14, the Supreme Court voted to do just that. 

The ruling ended seven years of costly legal wars (estimated at $9 million) by the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, of which Drazin, an attorney and 
long-time thoroughbred owner and breeder, is the president. 

“It’s a historic victory for the horse racing community and the state of New Jersey,” 
Drazin said at a press conference held inside the William HiU room that now will 
become home for New Jersey’s first-ever legal sports book. “It’s the culmination of a 
long fight. I always thought this day would arrive and I’m pleased to proclaim victory.” 

The first sports bets will take place at Monmouth Park “as soon as possible,” said 
Drazin. “I’d like to be up and operating in two weeks. If I had my way, we’d take the 
first bet in five minutes,” he said. 

While there is no chance to appeal the decision to a court higher than the U.S. 
Supreme Court, there is a chance that the professional sports leagues, in particular, the 
National Football League, will try to block the process from taking place. 

William HiU, one of the biggest sports books in the United Kingdom and in Las 
Vegas, has been committed to the Monmouth Park cause. In addition to the sports 
book location inside the track, William HiU is committed to buUding a $5 million facil¬ 
ity adjacent to the track in the years to come. The revenue wiU also help Monmouth 
Park complete its plans for a concert venue and bring in area hotels and restaurants. 
That was great news to some of New Jersey’s premier horsemen. 

“I got chiUs when I got the word,” said trainer/owner and New Jersey native KeUy 
John Breen. “I heard Dennis Drazin say that it’s going to bring Monmouth Park back 
to its glory days. It just makes me so excited to be a part of it aU. It’s going to mean 
more racing and more days. . . It’s Glory Days Hke Bruce Springsteen sang. . .”

“I usuaUy don’t answer the phone, but on a day Uke this, I’m talking to everyone,” 
said Spina, a trainer/owner who has raced horses at Monmouth Park for the last 48 
years.

abUity to several foals including one leg¬ 
endary daughter. After producing the likes 
of graded stakes winner Dance SpeU and 
future sire Carnivalay, Obeah gave birth to 
a Deputy Minister fiUy at age 22 in 1987. 

Her name. Go for Wand, means “to 
ward off evU spirits.” Sent to trainer BUly 
Badgett, Go for Wand won her debut, and 
went on to win 10 of 13 starts, earn more 
than $1.3 million, take the Breeders’ Cup 
JuvenUe FiUies-Gl and claim the divisional 
tide. At 3, she sewed up another EcUpse 
Award with Grade 1 wins in the 7-furlong 
Test and LA-mUe Alabama (nine days 
apart) at Saratoga. Her only losses were 
seconds in the Frizette-Gl as a 2-year-old 
and Kentucky Oaks-Gl the next year, 
until the story ended in tragedy as Go 
for Wand broke down while battling for 


the lead late in the 1990 Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl and was euthanized. 

“When Go for Wand broke down it 
was the second Breeders’ Cup race of the 
day and we were like what do we do?” 
Lynch said. “Do we leave—no one wanted 
to stay. My grandmother just sat there 
and said, ‘We are here for the races and 
racing, this is racing’s day, we don’t decide 
what we do. We are staying and watching 
the rest of the races, and what happened, 
happened.’ 

“She had one great quote,” Lynch said. 
“Win like you are accustomed to it and 
lose like you like it.”

Accepted: 15 teams to compete in 
the first team competition at the Retired 
Racehorse Project’s Thoroughbred 
Makeover Oct. 4-7 at the Kentucky Horse 
Park in Lexington. The team competition 
is a pilot program, allowing members of 
Pony Clubs, show stables, and collegiate 
and high school teams to collaborate in 
transitioning a horse off the track, under 
their coach or trainer’s guidance.

Total purses on the days will exceed $30 
mi llion. 

Issued: Its first digital foal certificate. 
The Jockey Club, for a colt by Pioneerof 
the Nile out of Mildly Offensive, born 
Feb. 19 at WinStar Farm in Kentucky. 

The transition to digital foal certificates 
from hardcopies begins with the 2018 
foal crop and was first announced at the 
Round Table Conference on Matters 
Pertaining to Racing in 2016. Breeders, 
as well as those who act as agents for 
breeders, who do not have an interactive 
registration account should sign up for 
one at registry.jockeyclub.com to access 
certificates of foal registration. Among the 
expected benefits of digital certificates of 
foal registration are the ability to access 
digital certificates any time on computers 
and mobile devices; owners and agents 
win not have to worry about losing or 
damaging certificates; operations wiU be 
streamlined, in the racing office, on the 
sales grounds, while transporting horses 
internationally, or when executing private 


transactions. Additional enhancements are 
expected to be rolled out as various local 
and national racing entities incorporate 
their authentications to the certificate. 

Ruled: As unconstitutional, a federal 
law prohibiting sports betting, the United 
States Supreme Court—clearing the way 
for legal sports wagering as determined by 
individual states. In the wake of the ruling. 
New Jersey’s Monmouth Park racetrack 
was poised to launch sports betting after 
seven years of legal wrangling which cul¬ 
minated with the Supreme Court ruling. 

In 2011, Garden State voters 
approved sports betting and New Jersey 
subsequently passed the Sports Wagering 
Act, permitting licensing and regulation 
of sports gambling. The state was sued 
based on the now unconstitutional 1992 
federal law, with on-going litigation since. 
Now, Monmouth was nearing completion 
of an expanded gaming area on the first 
floor of the grandstand, adjacent to the 
existing William HiU Race and Sports 
Bar. “This is the culmination of the hard- 
work and dedication of a large group of 
individuals, all of whom contributed and 
will undoubtedly contribute to our future 
success,” said Dennis Drazin, chairman 
and CEO of Darby Development, 
operator of Monmouth Park. “We started 
this fight back in 2012 and are grateful 
that the Supreme Court has recognized 
that we’ve been right all along. We can 
now shift our focus on commencing 
sports betting, which will be off and 
running at Monmouth Park as soon as 
possible.” Drazin thanked former state 
senator Ray Lesniak, former Gov. Chris 
Christie and current Gov. Phil Murphy for 
their support.

T he year was 1972. Decades before 
the advent of the internet, 13-year 
old Stephanie Sires diligently scoured 
every available publication covering 
Thoroughbred racing for information 
about her favorite racehorse. Given that 
she grew up riding Quarter Horses on 
a farm just south of Akron, Ohio, aU 
knowledge obtained came through a great 
deal of effort. But such was her devotion 
to a leggy bay colt named Riva Ridge. 

Meadow Stable’s homebred son of 
First Landing and the *Heliopolis mare 
Iberia was the champion 2-year-old male 
in 1971 and won the Kentucky Derby and 
Belmont Stakes in 1972. With 17 wins 
from 30 starts, he retired a millionaire 
after his 4-year-old season in 1973—the 
year his stablemate. Secretariat, won the 
Triple Crown. While Big Red indeed cast a 
massive shadow, and became the nation’s 
most famous Thoroughbred, Riva Ridge 
came first. 

“I always loved Riva Ridge when I was 
a girl, and that was my dream someday. . . 
to own an offspring of his,” Sires said in 
May. 'After school I started working in 


the Akron area, and every day I would 
read the Daily Racing Form. This was way 
before the internet. I read everything I 
could. We had a good racing reporter. 
Jack Patterson, in the Akron Beacon Journal. 
He was really one of those old-time turf 
writers who knew his stuff He would 
always write great articles and helped 
make me a big fan of racing. And I’d get 
the Racing Form at lunch and just pour 
over it, looking for Riva Ridge horses.” 

In December 1987 she found one—a 
2-year-old filly named Fencible who was 
racing in New York. Bred in Kentucky 
by Nancy Shuford, the filly was out of 
the French-bred mare Feinte, a daughter 
of Secretariat’s archrival. Sham. Sires 
followed Fencible closely for two years, 
taking action when she saw her sliding 
down the claiming ranks. With no 
background or contacts in the racing 
community to proceed on her behalf, she 
contacted owner J.D Shea and trainer 
Eduardo Linares and asked if they were 
interested in selling Fencible. 

"Perhaps that was a little naive,” Sires 
laughed in hindsight. 


Then in her late 20s, Sires’ disposable 
income was a small fraction of the asking 
price of $20,000. She credits her parents, 
who had followed their daughter’s passion 
since childhood, for fronting her the 
remaining $16,000. Armed with that 
bankroll. Sires set off for Belmont Park to 
meet Fencible. 

"That was one of those days that will 
live forever in my mind. I was standing 
there on the backstretch at Belmont, 
waiting for them to show her to me. 

Those beautiful green barns—you think 
about aU the historic horses that were 
there. I remember when they brought her 
out, she was big, tail, long legs and a long 
arching neck. Just beautiful, gorgeous. I 
just fell so madly in love with her.” 

Seventeen years after a teenage girl’s 
quest began, a deal was struck, a lifelong 
wish came true, and Fencible was on her 
way to Ohio. Stephanie Sires owned a 
racehorse by Riva Ridge. During the fall 
of 1989 Fencible carried Sires’ brand-new 
silks four times in allowance company at 
Thistledown, finishing third once. 
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Sires told trainer Bobby Doyle that she would take the filly 
home to Woodscroft Farm, the 30-acre property she bought 
from her grandparents in the early 1980s. Sires grew up right 
next door at her parents’ home. 

‘‘The funny thing was that I just decided I was going to take 
her home and ride her. I was in my late 20s, totally brave and 
that’s what you think. The first time I got on her, I was just 
planning to ride her around the perimeter of our big 10-acre 
field. Of course, she just took off with me, and I was kind of 
panicked at first. But over that winter and spring I rode her every 
chance I got, and we got to know each other.” 

Fencible returned to the track in June 1990. And three 
months later, at Thistledown Sept. 28, Sires learned how it felt to 
own a winning racehorse. 

“To have MY silks and my Riva Ridge horse stand in the 
winner’s circle at what I considered my hometown track, it was 
just very very special that day. She only had that one win for me. 
She was 5 then and had her litde aches and pains. We didn’t run 
her much longer after that.” 

A career as a broodmare didn’t pan out; the only foal she 
carried to term died shordy after birth. Another attempt at 
breeding resulted in a lost foal and life-threatening colic surgery. 
For Sires, that was game, set and match. Fencible was not bred 
again. 

“It was the best decision, because then we did everything 
together. We foxhunted, and there were usually around five or 
six hunter paces throughout northeastern Ohio every fall. We’d 
go to every one of them every year. She was just wonderful, and 
she enjoyed them so much. And we always trail rode around the 
farm together.” 

Sires stopped competing when Fencible was 22 but continued 
to ride her regularly around the farm for the next eight 
years. They hacked out together for the last time on April 27, 

2015 — Fencible’s 30th birthday. 

“To watch her in the field now, she stiU bombs around on 
these cool mornings with her pal Winter Rage [by Dover Ridge, 
a son of Riva Ridge, out of Sassy n’ Smart, by Smarten] who is 
25. So she’s stiU full of life and I hope she keeps going.” 

Sires managed to obtain VHS tapes of Fencible’s races, which 
she had digitally transferred to her iPad. 

“There’s a litfie thing at the end of her Thisdedown win where 
the racecaller says dn deep stretch, its Fencible to show the way’ 
And I always feel like we are in deep stretch. I’ve had her for 29 
years. She’s 33 years old and you don’t get much deeper into the 
stretch than that. But she’s stiU showing the way.” 

Over the years. Sires has sought out and bought several Riva 
Ridge offspring. 

“I think I ended up with about eight,” she said. “They were 
mosdy rescue-type situations; geldings. I’d see them running near 
the bottom.” 

They aU have Fencible to thank for their long and loving 
retirements with Sires and longtime partner Joe TaUey at 
Woodscroft. 

“Have you ever ridden a horse where you just feel better than 
you are?” Sires said. “You’re strong, aU of a sudden you’re brave, 
you’re athletic. . . and of course you’re none of those things 
normaUy. That’s Fencible. Some of the best days of my life have 
been spent with this horse. She’s not lovey, she’s gotten a little 
crotchety as she’s gotten older, but it was the way I felt whenever 
I rode her. Invincible. On top of the world.” ^

Timber stars 
make most of 
2nd chances 

M atch races, an attempt on England, 
trophy retirements, historic 
comparisons . . . they were all in play 
this spring with the emergence of three 
major timber horses on the National 
Steeplechase Association circuit. 

Granted, they’re a little different, but 
that’s half the fun. 

Senior Senator was something of a 
legend with trainer Flint Stites at Penn 
National. The horse never got tired while 
training, once bucked so hard in the 
shedrow that his exercise rider’s head hit 
a ceiling rafter, and dropped riders in the 
post parade the way some horses gulp 
mints. Claimed based on little more than 
an online video, the Pennsylvania-bred 
son of Domestic Dispute flipped his 
career on its end once he started jumping 
for Maryland-based trainer Joe Davies 
and team, however. Senior Senator won 
the Maryland Hunt Cup at 6 in 2016 and 
added a second this year. 

All being well he will go for three, a 
feat turned by just eight horses, at age 
9 next year. The success has drawn 
comparisons to the great Jay Trump, who 


won Hunt Cups in 1963-64 and ’66 with 
an English Grand National sandwiched 
in there in 1965. Purchased cheaply at 
Charles Town, Jay Trump is the yardstick 
for all great Hunt Cup horses who 
come from humble beginnings. Like 
Senior Senator, Jay Trump was 6 when 
he won his first Hunt Cup. Ages weren’t 
always recorded, but in 122 runnings 
the race counts four 6-year-olds (Senior 
Senator, Jay Trump, Burgeois in 1916 and 
Landslide in 1904) and two 5-year-olds 
(the mare Conbe in 1911 and Judge Parker 
in 1908) among its winners. 

History like that will make people 
dream. Owned by Skip Crawford, Senior 
Senator could retire the Hunt Cup’s 
challenge trophy (in play since 1984) with 
a win next year. After that, the bay gelding 
could try England. He’s young enough. 

He jumps well enough. He does not race 
on Lasix. History awaits. 

Two weeks before, and one week 
after Senior Senator’s Hunt Cup win, a 
Virginia-bred provoked similar thoughts. 
Aintree may not be in play, but My 
Lady’s Manor and Virginia Gold Cup 
winner Zanclus made people wonder. 

The 8-year-old won both historic timber 
races—with authority—for owner/breeder 
Sara Collette and trainer Neil Morris. The 
chestnut is by Collette’s hurdle winner 
Xenodon out of her Two Smart mare 
Jordani—whose racing career included two 
starts (an eighth and a ninth). Unraced on 
the flat, Zanclus made two dismal hurdle 
starts in 2014 and emerged as a timber 
force in 2016. He’s been first or second in 
aU seven starts. 

The $147,700-earner is a testament 
to Collette’s breeding program—she 
also bred two-time Gold Cup winner 
Salmo-and also an example of Virginia’s 
well-spent rewards program. Collette 
earned an additional $10,000 bonus as the 
owner of a Virginia-bred Virginia Gold 
Cup winner. The chestnut gelding—whose 
long stride and leggy frame make 
steeplechase people drool-should be 


back for the fall, where he’ll have the 
International Gold Cup on his agenda. 
Can’t wait. 

Eight days after Zanclus’ heroics, a 
third timber star tossed his shoe into the 
conversation. Like the others, he’s just 
an 8-year-old (again, young by timber 
standards). Also like the others, he’s 
got a backstory that does not exactly 
shout quality with his final start coming 
at Charles Town for a $4,500 claiming 
price. But Doc Cebu, like the others, is a 
timber dynamo with five wins, a second 
and a third in seven starts. Rebounding 
from a third at Middleburg in April, he 
won the WiUowdale timber stakes May 13. 
Owner Charlie Fenwick has already said 
the horse gives him a chance to dream 
big. How big? We’ll see, but some sort of 
showdown with Zanclus this fall would 
be a start. 

Though they’ve found success apart, 
the horses’ divided excellence makes 
anyone follow Fenwick’s lead and dream. 

‘d got a call about a match race for the 
three of them this fall,” said Davies. 

The trainer in him laughed at the 
notion. The fan in him? Maybe, just 
maybe. 

‘fit’s fun to discuss,” he said, “but it’s 
not very likely.” 

Regardless, the biggest takeaway from 
seeing three good, young timber horses at 
the same time is one of second chances. 
Senior Senator, Zanclus and Doc Cebu 
were destined for nothing as flat horses. 
The first hated it, even though he finished 
second a couple times. The second never 
even got there. The third cost $260,000 
as a 2-year-old, shared space in Todd 
Fletcher’s stable with Princess of Sylmar 
and Palace Malice in 2013, but quickly 
proved not worthy of such expectations. 

Given the chance, all three put a 
twist on the notion of a successful 
Thoroughbred and found their callings. 
And deserve celebration. *

Senior Senator collects a 
second Maryland Hunt Cup

T Wenty-two times Senior Senator sked up a timber fence at the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. His eyes saw it first, then his ears—instantly 
flicked forward. The signals went to his feet, his knees, shoulders, 
those long muscles across his back, his stifles, gaskins, hocks and he was 
up and over and galloping off to the next one. 

Behind him, eight foes tried to do the same. And mostly failed. 


Old Timer fell at the third. Gas Can 
Eddie clouted the 12th, skidded on land¬ 
ing and lost his jockey. Prime Prospector 
and his jockey parted ways with a mistake 
at the 14th. Derwins Prospector landed in 
an exhausted heap at the 18th. Sovereign 
Fund crashed out at the 20th. WeU behind 
everyone, Wildcatter chested one fence, 
trotted through another and finally refused 
to jump the 20th. Only Joshua G. made any 
impact on the leader, challenging briefly 
over the final two fences just to be turned 
aside in the stretch. Second in 2017, Drift 
Society (Ire) made it around to finish a 
distant third. 

In the end. Senior Senator won by 5 
lengths, though it felt more like 50 as he left 
no doubt over the storied race course. Run 
for the 122nd time April 28, the $100,000 
Hunt Cup felt like a coronation, a valida¬ 
tion. Owned by Skip and Vicki Crawford, 
trained by Joe Davies and ridden by Eric 
Poretz, Senior Senator won for the second 


time in three years and did it without really 
touching a fence. He led for every step, 
measured every leap, dismissed every mild 
challenge like Gore-Tex repels raindrops. 
As good as he was in 2016, and he was 
pretty good, the 8-year-old made 2018 his 
own. 

“Two years ago was a Hail Mary and he 
got it done,” said Davies of a more-electric, 
but less-polished, performance. “This time 
it was measured, there was no time where 
you said. This is a close call.’ ” 

No, the close call came in 2017 when 
Senior Senator emerged from a fall at the 
Maryland Hunt Cup’s third fence with a 
fractured neck. Surgery at New Bolton 
Center by Dr. Dean Richardson corrected 
the injury and stall rest helped the horse 
recover (and strengthened his weak feet), 
though Davies and the Crawfords consid¬ 
ered retirement. Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Marylander Charles McGill, Senior Senator 
had akeady survived a winless, seven-start 



flat career full of unruly behavior. He’d 
been claimed for $7,500. He’d gotten loose 
at the farm, fallen in the driveway and 
skinned up his side. He’d jumped over a 
stall partition in a trailer. 

“We’re so appreciative of it because of 
how many times we almost threw in the 
towel,” Davies said. “Way before his injury 
[in 2017], the incidents on the farm, we 
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worried about infection in his hock and 
things, the trailer incident, then last year’s 
Hunt Cup. We were consigned to the fact 
his career could have been over.” 

Reassured by Richardson that the sur¬ 
gery worked and the horse was in no 
more danger than he’d been before, Davies 
pressed on to a 2018 racing campaign. 
He’d have abandoned the plan if anything 


went wrong at any stage. Senior Senator 
won at the Cheshire Point-to-Point in 
March, finished second to stakes horse 
Ebanour (Ire) at Elkridge-Harford in April 
and then won the Grand National timber 
stakes a week before the Hunt Cup. Davies 
was cautiously optimistic heading to the 
big one. His horse was fit, happy, healthy, 
ready. Senior Senator’s feet, always a prob¬ 


lem, had grown a full size larger during the 
break. He was racing in a different, less 
severe, bit. With help from Davies’ friend 
Larry Smith on raceday. Senior Senator 
seemed calmer. 

Jockey Eric Poretz seemed more 
focused as weU. He did little but ride horses 
all day-at Pimlico early, for Davies and 
other steeplechase trainers late. He went 
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Senior Senator hikes his knees to get over the 4-foot-9 thirteenth fence. 


to Cheshire, Elkridge, the Grand National 
but he thought about the Hunt Cup—the 
2017 Hunt Cup. 

“At the beginning of the week, I was 
contemplating coming here,” he said. “I 
was worried about him. Usually the nerves 
get worse as the week goes on, but the 
nerves got better this year. After I walked 
the course, for some reason I just felt so 
comfortable. I can’t even explain it. I just 
got more and more confident as the week 
went on.” 

A false start delayed the race’s begin¬ 
ning for a moment, but Senior Senator 
galloped to the front the next time. He flew 
the first, soared the second and crossed 
Tufton Avenue toward the third with con¬ 
fidence—despite 2017. 

“WeU SS, if we’re going to jump it we’re 
going to jump it,” Poretz told his mount 
coming to the 4-foot-9 fence, the first of 16 
topping 48 inches. Senior Senator jumped 
it while leading, landed with momentum 


and galloped on toward the fourth. You 
could almost hear the jockey exhale. 

“It was a very big relief, almost like 
something off my back, when we landed,” 
said Poretz. “Freak things happen. He got 
hurt, but he’s fine now. If it was my fault, 
the horse’s fault, who knows? Who cares? 
You’ve got to get over it, and he did.” 

From there. Senior Senator put his 
jumping to work. He broke no rails and 
left every post intact while the others 
labored-and chewed timber. Looking like 
a winner when he lost McLane Hendriks at 
the 21 St last year. Old Timer hammered the 
third and fell—costing the race a contender. 
Drift Society never looked as comfortable 
as he did the previous year. Brilliant when 
he led for 3 miles in 2015 but twice a faller 
since, Joshua G. found a comfort zone in 
mid-pack. The others clambered around. 

At the 17th, Poretz took one hand off 
the reins for balance but otherwise felt 
little stress. There were, as he put it, “one 



or two” moments of worry where a typical 
Hunt Cup can include far more. 

“He’s so athletic that he can get in close 
and stiU get over them,” the jockey said of 
the fences. “I could hear them behind me, 
but if they wanted to come by me that was 
OK. Coming to the 18th, I was kind of 
waiting for someone to come to me, and 
they just weren’t coming. His jumping was 
so good.” 

At the 20th, Senior Senator brought 
Joshua G. and Drift Society along as 
Sovereign Fund fell. The winner led across 
Tufton Avenue the second time and was 
briefly matched by Joshua G. at the 21st. 
Senior Senator landed in front, then with¬ 
stood the pressure to the last fence and 
through the stretch—drawing away late as 
the runner-up weakened. 

“I was a little impatient coming into the 
last, I normally wait, but I was so ready,” 
said Poretz. “He gives you confidence 
and we just went on with it. [Joshua G] 
got maybe a little bit in front of me at the 
water, which was fine. I wanted a little bit 
of a lead or some company at that point. 
It’s a hard race, he got a little tired.” 

Senior Senator became the 23rd horse 
to win two Hunt Cups, and he added to a 
record that includes five wins and three sec¬ 
onds in 10 starts in National Steeplechase 
Association timber races. He’s crossed the 
finish line first or second in every race he’s 
finished, the blemishes being a disqualifica¬ 
tion from a win for interference in 2016 
and the 2017 fall in the Hunt Cup. Davies 
and his wife Blythe claimed the son of 
Domestic Dispute from McGill and trainer 
Flint Stites at Penn National in 2013. At 
first, the $7,500 looked like a bad bet. 
Stites delivered a warning about the horse’s 
behavior that night at Penn National, and 
Senior Senator lived up to the report at the 
farm and in two flat starts (in $5,000 and 
$7,500 claimers) for Davies that summer.

Senior Senator tried hurdling, once, and 
lost jockey Gus Dahl early in a $15,000 
maiden claimer at Fair Phil in 2014. 

Timber came, finally, that fall and 
everything changed. Well, almost every¬ 
thing. Senior Senator stiU misbehaved, but 
he blossomed as a racehorse—winning a 
maiden at the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup late 
in 2014, finishing second in two stakes in 
2015 and turning into the best big-fence 
horse in the game. He’s earned $190,800 
over fences, after making less than 10,000 
on the flat. 

“He’s the accidental horse of a lifetime, 
and he knows, he definitely knows,” Davies 
said. “He’s displayed a superiority each 
time he wins a race and we think he shows 
a little bit of depression when he loses. I’ve 
never had a horse that had that presence 
about him. He’s cool, he knows it.” 

For the Crawfords, who live in 
Montgomery County, Maryland, the Hunt 
Cup success comes as a surprise. They 
campaigned 1993 NSA novice champi¬ 
on Motorcade with Davies, enjoying the 
thrill of a start at England’s Cheltenham 
Racecourse, but have never campaigned a 
large stable. Motorcade died in 1994 and 
the Crawfords went years without owning 
a racehorse. They wanted a hurdle horse 
when they bought Senior Senator and are 
now in the enviable position of having two 
Maryland Hunt Cup wins with a relatively 
young horse. 

“It’s unbelievable,” said Skip Crawford, 
who helps organize the Potomac Hunt 
Races point-to-point. “I wasn’t born 
here (in Hunt Cup country), I’m from 
Montgomery County. You come up here, 
and win this race? Twice? That’s some¬ 
thing. People wait their whole lives to win

this race. The horse just loves what he’s 
doing.” 

Hunt Cup Factory 

Davies became the first trainer to win 
three consecutive Maryland Hunt Cups 
(Derwins Prospector won in 2017) since 
Charlie Fenwick won in 1977-78 with Ben 
Nevis (GB) and 1979 with Dosdi (Arg). 
Others in the club include Burley Cocks 
(1948 with Peterski and 1949-50 with 
Pine Pep), Stuart Janney Jr. (Winton 1942, 
1946-47), Janon Fisher Jr. (Blockade 1938- 
40) and perhaps some others as trainers’ 
names were not generally recorded before 
1930. Regardless, the feat and the history 
resonates with Davies—who also won the 
race three times as a jockey. 

He and Blythe (herself a Hunt Cup¬ 
winning jockey in 2011) live and train 
their horses on a farm previously owned 
by the Watters family in Monkton, where 
Princeton prepped for his Hunt Cup wins 
in 1903, 1905 and 1906. 

“That’s six from this farm, which is 
something,” he said. “It’s pretty nice to 
think about. It’s pretty fun. We’ve got a 
pretty good formula, but there’s no magic 
here that would make a bad horse a good 
one. We think we’ve learned enough that 
if we’ve got a good horse we can stay out 
of the way long enough for them to do 
awfuUy weU.” 


Despite the success, the Davies know 
Hunt Cup failure is never far away. Two 
yeas in a row, 2013 and 2014, they sent out 
three runners and none of them finished. 
Training helps, but other ingredients can 
maximize success in North America’s old¬ 
est steeplechase race. 

“It’s aU having a good horse, staying 
out of their way and having a determined 
rider that believes in the horse,” Davies 
said. “I can get enthusiastic and can tend to 
overface my rider. I look back on that and 
realize that was clearly a mistake that could 
have been avoided. 

“Having won the race a couple times, I 
can say ‘Hey this is a nice horse, we’re not 
going to run him again.’ In the past I’d have 
felt the pressure to give a horse one more 
run and try to get to the Hunt Cup. Now I 
can say no, and if they want to send them 
to somebody else that’s fine. It’s hard to say 
that when you’re just getting started.” 

NOTES: Despite the falls, horses and 
jockeys aU emerged without serious inju¬ 
ries . . . Two years ago. Senior Senator 
was the youngest Hunt Cup winner since 
Jay Trump (also 6) won in 1963. At 8, 
and a two-time winner, the bay is stiU 
young enough to foster big dreams. Senior 
Senator was “tipping over” with some light 
exercise two weeks after the race, but there 
were no major plans. A third Hunt Cup, 
which would retire the challenge cup for 


the Crawfords and elevate Senior Senator 
to a status held by just eight all-time 
greats — Princeton, Garry Owen, Blockade, 
Winton, Pine Pep, Jay Trump, Mountain 
Dew and Cancottage (GB)—looms for 
next year. After that, who knows? “We 
would consider . . . consider foreign travel 
but it wouldn’t be until after next spring,” 
Davies said of a possible English cam¬ 
paign someday. ‘We might take the risk if 
he were to have a great spring next year. 
He’s set up for it at 8 years old. He gets 
turned out every day, he’s healthy, clean¬ 
legged and obviously pretty good. That 
would be something fun to try if it aU 
came together.” ^

FUELED BY 
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Mr, Smith goes to the Hunt Cup

L arry Smith played football 
at Cornell. He went to 
Afghanistan and Korea 
as part of the U.S. Army, and 
worked at the Pentagon after 
September 11. He got a mas¬ 
ter’s degree at Maryland, ran 
for Congress, trained horses, 
sang the National Anthem 
before the races one day and 
still plays harmonica and sings 
in Release, “all the band you’ll 
ever need.” 

And now, he’s a horse 
whisperer. 

Recruited this spring by 
trainer Joe Davies, Smith 
helped with Senior Senator at 
the Elkridge-Harford Point- 
to-Point, Grand National and 
Maryland Hunt Cup. Senior 
Senator finished second at 
the first, and won the next 
two—all while behaving with 
relative civility compared to previous pre¬ 
race antics. 

Senior Senator ships to the races wear¬ 
ing the headpiece to his bridle, because 
putting it on at the races might not actu¬ 
ally result in putting it on. He doesn’t wear 
the padded hind bandages worn by other 
timber horses, because—again—the ban¬ 
dages might not ever get put on. Thinly 
padded boots, and hope, take their place. 
As a flat horse, the now 8-year-old gelding 
routinely bucked off jockeys in the post 
parade. He can root, kick, buck, lunge and 
pull people in all directions. He’s not much 
better after being saddled and, with special 
permission from the stewards, doesn’t 
typically enter the paddock before he runs. 

Looking for help this spring, Davies 
thought of his friend—a 6-foot-3 former 
tight end who walked on at Cornell in 
1983 and ultimately earned a varsity letter 
his senior year-and made a call. 

‘We need somebody strong, maybe 
somebody to hold his ear and stuff,” the 
trainer said. Smith showed up at Elkridge- 
Harford April 7 and made a quick assess¬ 
ment. 

“Well, let me just have him,” he told 
Davies. 

Smith played with the horse’s head, 
beat him around a little, walked, stood. 


rubbed his lip, scratched his withers, what¬ 
ever worked. They got the saddle on, gave 
Eric Poretz a leg up and Smith sent them 
on their way (he doesn’t do any post-race 
work). Senior Senator finished second, step 
two after a win at Cheshire a week earlier, 
on the road to the Maryland Hunt Cup. 
Things went similarly well at the Grand 
National April 21, where Smith took the 
horse at the barn, led him on the long walk 
over and watched as he won his final Hunt 
Cup prep. 

For the Hunt Cup, Smith again met the 
horse at the racecourse. He took the shank 
from Davies back the barn and, after sad¬ 
dling, headed for the paddock. Yes, you read 
that right. Senior Senator actually entered 
the paddock at the Maryland Hunt Cup. 
He walked, gazed, listened, checked out 
the hoopla, did all the stuff other horses 
do. He and Poretz left first, but they were 
there—for the first time in their third start 
in the race. 

“All I can say is I wish I could have 
taken a picture of the officials in this pad- 
dock when I said, ‘No Pm going to come in 
today’ ” Smith said afterward. “They were 
like, ‘What?’ ” 

Smith paid partial credit to being a bit 
player in the Senior Senator show. 

“I’m on the team, but he’s not my 
horse,” he said. “As a trainer I know the 


stress. Crazy horses have to know 
you’re as crazy as they are. They 
have to know that this guy’s kind 
of like me. I just play with him. 
I’m initiating things with him so 
he’ll pay attention to me and not 
worry about other things. I’m not 
waiting for him to respond. I’m 
like ‘Come on man, let’s go over 
here.’ ” 

Smith towers over Davies and 
anyone else on the team, and that 
helps, but brings more to the 
equation than heft. 

“He and I are eye-to-eye 
because we’re both big goofs you 
know?” Smith said. “I just talk to 
him and say it’s all good man. It’s 
fine. I just do things with him that 
I know a big guy wants to do. We 
can look, we can stop, we can go 
over here, and if you want to do 
a little something I’ll wait. I can 
touch his ears, I can do whatever 
with him. It’s just a good fit.” 

Now a logistics executive with Belt’s 
Corporation in Baltimore, Smith trained 
horses for 20 years (topping 50 wins in 
1992 and 1993). The Army National Guard 
officer served for 30 years and was an intel¬ 
ligence officer at the Pentagon when the 
U.S. invaded Iraq in 2003. He concluded 
his service with stints in Afghanistan and 
Korea in 2010 and 2011. In 2012, he ran 
for the U.S. House of Representatives as a 
Republican in Maryland’s District Two and 
lost in the primary. 

Calmness under pressure—political or 
otherwise—counts for something when 
you’re running horses. 

“When you’ve slept under getting rock¬ 
eted, what’s a little paddock action at the 
Hunt Cup?” Smith said while watching 
Davies and company accept the trophies on 
the Hunt Cup’s presentation wagon. “We’re 
not in Afghanistan. Nobody is shooting at 
us. Relax everybody, including you horse. 
Nervous horses get more nervous if you’re 
nervous.” 

Smith no longer trains racehorses, 
but he and fiancee Connie Jacobs live in 
Westminster and own some Thoroughbreds 
with trainer Chuck Lawrence as Hickory 
Made Stable.

Triple Play 

Trainer Davies, jockey Poret^^ team up 
to sweep card at historic timber stop

S omeday, somebody will stand at the Grand National timber races 
and talk about that time Joe Davies and Eric Porete swept the card 
back in the day The trainer and jockey did indeed win all the races 
at the Butler, Md., meet in 2018 —taking the Grand National with Senior 
Senator, the Benjamin Murray allowance with HiU Tie and the Western 
Run Plate allowance with Stand Down (Ire). 

On first glance, the feat is unprecedented though the lineup of races has 
changed over the years meaning the chance to win three jump races at the 
Grand National hasn’t always been there. 


Regardless, April 21 belonged to Davies 
and Poretz. 


“Good horses, you know?” Poretz said. 
“Nobody thinks they’re going to win three. 


The horses were doing well, but I try not to 
worry about it because the more you think 
about it the worse your race is going to be. 
Pve done that in previous years, and IVe 
lost races because of it.” 

The day started with the big horse. 
Senior Senator, the 2017 Grand National 
winner and 2016 Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner, produced a polished effort in the 
$50,000 Grand National—running down 
Raven’s Choice after the last fence to win 
by IV 2 lengths in a perfect tune-up for the 
Maryland Hunt Cup the following week. 
He won that too, but his Grand National 
was just as good. 

The 8-year-old made the early running, 
settled behind Raven’s Choice after a bit 
more than 2 miles and closed the gap after 
the second-last fence to draw even at the 
last. Poretz went to Raven’s Choice’s right, 
creating a tight spot at the fence. Senior 
Senator jumped against the outside wing, 
sending a marker flag to the ground and 
losing momentum. Re-gathered by Poretz, 
on the left of Raven’s Choice this time. 
Senior Senator dug in and charged past 
in the stretch to win going away. Raven’s 
Choice, the race’s winner in 2016, settled 
for second with Monstaleur third. The 
stewards fined Raven’s Choice’s jockey 
Mark Beecher $500 for reckless riding. 

There was no denying Senior Senator, 
whose 2018 started with some doubt 
thanks to off-season surgery to repair a 
broken bone in his neck suffered in a fall 
in the 2017 Maryland Hunt Cup. Deemed a 
success, the operation nevertheless caused 
some stress in the camp. 

“After last year, you just worry about 
the horse,” said owner Skip Crawford, “but 
after six months they kept telling us he was 
fine and to treat him like a regular horse.” 

Senior Senator returned to action 
with a win at Cheshire Point-to-Point in 
Pennsylvania March 25, then finished sec¬ 
ond to multiple stakes winner Ebanour 
(Ire) at Elkridge-Harford. The water always 
gets deeper once the National Steeplechase 
Association races start, however. Senior 
Senator met eight in the Grand National. 
Ebanour scratched, removing a little class 
from the field but Raven’s Choice, Old 
Timer, Derwins Prospector, Joshua G.

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and Sovereign Fund provided plenty of 
competition. 

They were no match for the Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred. 

“He just doesn’t want to get beat,” said 
Davies. “If he was second to [Raven’s 
Choice], we’d have been happy with the 
run. I think Senior Senator is stiU mad that 
Ebanour got him at Elkridge-Harford, but 
Ebanour is a pretty nice horse.” 

Experience played a role, as Senior 
Senator did not get strong early and was 
content to let Raven’s Choice take over 
before the final stretch of five fences in 
a line. 

“We let him go to the front because 
there wasn’t any pace, but he was settled 
which is important with him,” said Poretz. 
“He was happy when Raven’s Choice came 
by him, he tucked in and listened, he’s 
changed a little bit in that way. He loves 
competition though.” 

Not ‘that’ Hill Tie 

Hall of Fame jump jockey Paddy 
Smithwick used to teU the young bucks

about a horse named HiU Tie. Owned by 
June McKnight and trained by Smithwick’s 
brother Mikey, he won back-to-back 
Virginia Gold Cups in 1962 and 1963 
and “was the best timber horse” Paddy 
Smithwick ever rode. 

J.B. Secor hung on every word, and 
never forgot HiU Tie. When his mare 
Ready to Love had a Dance With Ravens 
foal in 2010, Secor named the colt HUl 
Tie. He’s gotten plenty of grief for it, but 
stands by the decision. 


“I have gotten ridiculed immensely by 
aU parties involved in the first HiU Tie,” he 
said, “but I have done nothing but upset 
people my entire life. Why should I stop 
now?” 

And besides, the new HiU Tie might do 
the old one proud. 

Co-bred in Maryland by Secor and 
Corbett Farm, the bay gelding won twice 
on the fiat at Laurel Park (for cheap claim¬ 
ing prices) and ultimately sold as a timber 
prospect after some oddbaU negotiating. 
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Julie Colhoun, whose father Janon 
Fisher Jr. trained the great Mountain Dew 
among others, hosts a mint-julep party 
after the Maryland Hunt Cup every year 
and stopped Secor there two years ago. 

'Tind me a good timber horse,” she 
said. “I want one.” 

Secor thought he had just the horse, 
and now Hill Tie races in the Sportsman’s 
Hall silks of Colhoun and her son Dan. 

“We bought him to do this, but you 
never expect much,” said Dan. “You kind 
of have to let them develop and come 
along. WeVe just been living it. My mom 
is thrilled. I love that she’s got a horse and 
can come here and enjoy it with a horse like 
that. It makes it aU the better because she 
just loves it.” 

Second at My Lady’s Manor, the 8-year- 
old sat second behind runaway leader 
Romancing and outran Aquies late to win 
by three-quarters of a length with Pocket 
Talk (Ire) third. 

“He’s a great jumper, a great ride,” said 
Poretz. “Last year he got swamped here 
[beaten 20 lengths when third] but I could 
teU there was something we were just 
missing. He’d do it in the morning, he just 
couldn’t quite do it at the races until this 
year. I think he’s going to be a good horse.” 

Even if he’s got a ways to go to match 
his namesake. 

Secor and Corbett’s Lehr Jackson paid 
$4,700 to buy the broodmare Ready to 
Love (carrying HiU Tie) at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic’s December mixed sale in 2009. 
Bred by Bohemia Stable, she had never 
raced but traced to Bohemia standout 
Thirty Flags among others. Sold for $5,000 
in 2011, Ready to Love has since produced 
4-year-old Charles Town winner House 
of Love. 


One more time 

Davies and Poretz put the finishing 
touches on a big day when Stand Down 
(Ire) scored in the Western Run Plate for 
owner Frank Bonsai. The 6-year-old son 
of Yeats (Ire) made five starts in Irish 
point-to-points in 2016 and 2017 before 
being imported. He opened this year with 
a second at Cheshire and a win at Elkridge- 
Harford. 

At the Grand National, he rated sixth 
of seven early and took over late to win by 
2y2 lengths over the late-arriving Straight 
to It. Political Theatre (Ire) finished third. 
Poretz called the win another step forward 
for an inexperienced timber horse. 

“He learns over every fence,” said the 
jockey. “I can’t really push him because he 
takes off when you push him. He’U keep 
getting better.” #

Virginia-bred Zanclus blossoms 
into timber stakes winner for Collette

P atience. If youVe got it, you can train horses. If not, you better find 
another career. Neil Morris sent Zanclus out for five timber races 
in 2016 and watched the Virginia-bred win twice and finish second 
three times. 

The first-season success hinted at big things to come for 2017, until they 
didn’t. 

'TV little leg problem came up and he missed the spring,” Morris said, 
''and then we decided not to run him in the faU because we didn’t want to 
waste this spring in case anything happened.” 


Good move. 

Sara Collette’s homebred spent the win¬ 
ter foxhunting for fitness and opened 2018 
with a point-to-point win at Piedmont, 
then ran away with the $30,000 My Lady’s 
Manor timber stakes in Monkton, Md., 
April 14. The 8-year-old chestnut went one 
better three weeks later, knocking down 
the $100,000 Virginia Gold Cup at Great 
Meadow May 5 to leap into the conversa¬ 
tion for top timber horse of the season. 

Zanclus looks the part. A paddock 
observer at the Manor wrote five words 
next to Zanclus’ name in the program— 
“Rangy dude. Coolest horse here.” Then 
Zanclus went out and proved it, making all 
the running under Darren Nagle and win¬ 
ning a laugher by 2514 lengths while setting 
a course record of 5:47.30 for 3 miles. 
Straight to It finished second with Mystic 
Strike a distant third. The turf was fast and 
dry, but the Manor has been run at its cur¬ 
rent course since 1978 and been won by the 
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likes of Von Csadek, Ironfist, Askim (NZ), 
Incomplete, Grinding Speed and Ebanour 
(Ire). Nobody did it better than Zanclus. 

Morris, who sees the horse every day, 
was impressed by the performance. 

“He’s just comfortable [on the lead], he’s 
just leading the pack, but he wouldn’t have 
to be there,” said the trainer. “It’s faster than 
I would want to go, but I’m not a jockey.” 

Zanclus never started on the fiat, and 
made two dismal hurdle starts in 2014 
before beginning the slow conversion to 
timber—or something else. Morris said sev¬ 
eral people looked at Zanclus as an event 
prospect, but didn’t make the right offer 
so timber was the logical next step in 2016. 

He won his debut at Foxfield in April, 
then finished second at Fair Hill and sec¬ 
ond again (by a head) to stakes winner 
Two’s Company (Ire) at Shawan Downs in 
September. In October, he won the ^ 
Steeplethon over Great Meadow’s cross- S 
country course and finished up with a sec- i

ond to stakes winner Lemony Bay (GB) at 
Callaway Gardens. 

Big things were on the horizon. 

“We were hoping/’ Morris said of the 
horse’s chances of blossoming into a stakes 
winner. “He’s done nothing but please us. 
He’s really a cool horse. He has a lot of 
presence, he’s tall, he’s athletic, he’s lovely.” 

Collette bred both sides of Zanclus’ 
family, with a heavy emphasis on stamina 
and jump racing. Sire Xenodon (by noted 
steeplechase sire Northern Baby) won on 
the flat and over hurdles while with trainer 
Barbara McWade. Xenodon’s dam 
Kalankoe (Fr) won over jumps in Europe 
and placed in several American hurdle 
stakes including the 1988 Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase for trainer Tom Pratt. Collette 
paid $9,500 for the broodmare at a steeple¬ 
chase sale at Fair Hill, Md., in 1990. The 
bottom side of Zanclus’ pedigree includes 
dam Jordan!, who lost her only two starts 
on the racetrack but has produced hurdle 
winner Balistes and Virginia-bred flat win¬ 
ner Eryx. Jordani’s dam Yadkin won on the 
flat for Collette. Yadkin’s dam Flower Bow 
produced, among others, Melantha—whose 
son Sakno won the 4-mile Virginia Gold 
Cup twice. 

CoUette-bred horses are typically long, 
tall, athletic and slow developing. 

“Sara is very patient,” said Morris. “You 
have to be with this family. This horse gets 
better every year and they’re aU like that. 
They’re always waiting for another birth¬ 
day.” 

You just have to be patient. 

The Undercard 

Manor day starts with the feature, which 
dates to 1902 and can now be a key prep 


for bigger tasks in the Virginia Gold Cup 
or Maryland Hunt Cup. The rest of the 
card includes two maiden timber races and 
an allowance timber for amateur jockeys. 

The Morris stable, which also started 
horses at Laurel, Charles Town and the 
Block House steeplechase meet in Tryon, 
N.C., on the day, added a second timber 
win when Tom Hulfish’s Formidable Heart 
did his best Zanclus impersonation and 
won a $15,000 maiden by 20 lengths. 
Ridden by Archie MacAuley, the hurdle 
convert allowed Vintage Vinnie (Ire) to 
make the early running before charging 
past over the final two fences and sprinting 
clear. The Kentucky-bred son of Dyna- 
former won twice over hurdles in 2016, but 
started just once in 2017. 

Morris, based at Hickory Tree Farm in 
Virginia, has built a mixed string of 30 or so 
fiat/steeplechase horses and stresses the 
mix. 

“I don’t want my barn full of jumpers, 
and I definitely don’t want them all to be 
timber horses because you only get to run 
a couple times a year,” he said. “But you 
have to point them in the right direction 
too. You have to know when your hurdle 
horses have won aU the races they can, 
whether it’s a one-win horse, a two-win 
horse or a three-win horse. You definitely 
know when they’ve won aU the hurdle 
races they can. You just have to decide 
which ones can be timber horses and 
which ones can’t.” 

Through April, Morris had won races at 
Penn National, Charles Town, Laurel and 
three steeplechase meets this year. 

Irishman Archie MacAuley, an exercise 
rider for Hall of Fame trainer Roger Att- 
field, picked up his first National Stee¬ 
plechase Association win in his first try. 


“He just kept galloping, galloping, gal¬ 
loping,” MacAuley said. “A couple fences, I 
felt like he was getting tired and he just 
kept finding more. Neil had him very fit.” 

MacAuley, 23, rode out for trainer Leslie 
Young a bit in 2016, and asked Attfield 
about taking off a few months to give race 
riding a go this year. A former show-jump¬ 
ing rider, Attfield was all for it. 

“This is a long way from Roger’s, he’d 
love it though,” said MacAuley of timber 
racing. “When we were down in Pays on 
Park in Florida, he’d tell stories about the 
steeplechase at Wellington. Back then they 
used to keep the fences there and he would 
set them up and school some of the horses 
over them. I rode in point-to-points and 
bumpers in Ireland, but I was in college 
and never really gave it much of a go. I was 
only riding out a couple days a week and it’s 
so tough. You have to be 100 percent or 
you’re not going to get much of a chance. 
This is something I’ve wanted to do for a 
while.” 

MacAuley added a second winner in 
early May at the Winterthur races. 

■ Another Irishman, Eddie Keating, 
picked up his first NSA win aboard the 
late-charging Shinobi (Ger) for owner Irv 
Naylor and trainer Kathy Neils on. Rated 
near the middle of an eight-horse field 
until the final fence, the 6-year-old rallied 
outside HiU Tie and swept off to win by 5V2 
lengths with Spirit of Shankly (GB) third. 

Keating was following orders with the 
late arrival. 

“That’s the way she told me to ride 
him,” he said. “I take the trainer’s informa¬ 
tion and if it’s not going the way she said, I 
was going to have to make my own way but 
she was spot on with it. He settled away

trainer Richard Sillaman, then lost five in a 
row before becoming a steeplechaser for 
Naylor and Neilson last year. 

■ Witor (Ger) made it two for Germany by 
taking the finale for owner Blair Wyatt, her 
husband Todd and jockey Eric Poretz. The 
10-year-old continues to add turns to his 
career—from two starts in Germany to two 
wins at Colonial Downs and starts at 
Keeneland, Saratoga and Belmont Park 
while with trainer Graham Motion on the 
flat, to a hurdle win for the Wyatts and 
Charlie Noell’s Merriefield Farm in 2012 
and to a timber win last spring. 


NoelL is no longer the owner, mainly 
because of some gaps in Witor’s form. He 
fractured a hind ankle, he colicked, he 
missed loads of time. 

“He’s just fragile,” said Todd Wyatt. 
“We love him. They didn’t give up, it was 
just like we couldn’t keep going. He’s one 
of those horses that if somebody was pay¬ 
ing you to train him every month, it’s tough 
to know when he’d be ready to run . . . he’s 
so hard to work out.” 

Blair Wyatt foxhunted Witor all winter, 
he got fit enough to try a point-to-point 
and won at Piedmont in March. Next came 
the Manor, where the Wyatts (who are 
based just around the corner from the race 
course) muUed a try in the feature before 
opting for the softer spot. 

“Let’s try and win a race,” Blair said of 
the thinking. “Winning here is huge. It’s 
home. We’ve brought so many horses here 
over the years and it’s a tough course to win 
a race over.” *

Mr. Delaware Park 

Television host Glazier continues long association with track

F or more than three decades, Rich Glazier has been making people 
smile at Delaware Park. 

But the 70-year-old doesn’t just make them smile. He makes them 
snicker, guffaw—and even gives them a belly laugh or two. 

Glazier is the ebullient paddock host of the Stanton racetrack, which 
opened its 2018 season May 30, as well as the host of a daily recap show 
on local cable television. In addition to giving information on the horses in 
each race, he conducts interviews with jockeys, trainers and owners—inter¬ 
views that often take unexpected, and humorous, turns. 


During a conversation with Delaware 
Park’s top jockey Ramon Dominguez in 

2001, Glazier quipped: 

“You’re riding seven days a week, you’re 
the leading jockey in the country, you’re 
going to get married next week, you’re 
making all kinds of money—do you have 
time to spend it?” 

Dominguez chuckled and said, “Yes I 
do, definitely That’s not a problem.” 

Glazier followed up by saying, “When I 
asked you to do this interview, you said you 
wanted 50 bucks. So how about giving me 
50 bucks for the interview?” 

“I think it’s worth more than that!” 
Dominguez said. 

As he was about to wrap up an inter¬ 
view with trainer Jonathan Sheppard in 

2002, Glazier asked: 

“Jonathan, since you grew up in 
England, did you ever know any of the 
Beatles?” 

“No, I think we moved in a little bit 
different circles, but thanks for asking,” 
deadpanned Sheppard. 

And while interviewing the all-time 
winningest rider (at the time) Laffit Pincay 
Jr., who was visiting Delaware Park in 
2002, Glazier inquired: 

“Laffit, you know you’re sitting here, 
you’re looking good, you’re wearing the 
sunglasses, you live in California—how 


about being a movie star, did you ever 
think of doing that?” 

“No, no,” laughed Pincay. “But my son 
might be a movie star, he’s a good-looking 
kid.” 

Though not quite a movie star, Pincay’s 
kid Laffit III now regularly hosts national 
racing broadcasts. 

You could say Glazier is the face of 
Delaware Park. Wherever he goes, people 
recognize him. 

“I used to make funny commercials for 
the track,” he said. “When we started roll¬ 
ing doubles and rolling pick threes, I got a 
clip of a guy rolling down a hiU. We’ve got 
a new bet here at Delaware Park,’ I’d say, 
and I pretended to fall down. Then we’d 
show the clip of the guy rolling down the 
hill, and I’d say, 'Rolling doubles and rolling 
Pick Threes!’ 

“I was at Gulfstream Park this winter 
and some guy goes, 'Hey, I know you! 
You’re the guy who rolls down the hiU!’ 
Now, this is 20 years ago, that commercial. 
So they stiU remember it.” 

Glazier was born in Wilmington, Del., 
not far from Delaware Park, and was bit¬ 
ten by the racing bug early. As a child, 
his mother would bring him to the races 
on Ladies Day, and Glazier remembered 
gathering discarded tickets and picking 
names of horses in the program. One 


day, he discovered the wonderful world of 
handicapping. 

“My father had gone to Brandywine 
Raceway [a defunct harness track in 
Delaware] with some people at work, and 
when he came home he threw the program 
at me,” he said. “It had the past perfor¬ 
mances, and I said, 'What’s all this stuff?’ 
He told me that it was the record of all the 
horses and boing!—it just hit me. I could 
look at the history and figure out who to 
bet, and that really got me interested.” 

In 1967, Glazier was working at a bank 
when he was drafted and began training 
for deployment to Vietnam. Even then, he 
found time for horses. 

“Before I went to Vietnam, I was sta¬ 
tioned in Baltimore at Fort Holabird,” he 
said. “And they had a bus that would come 
right to the front gate called the Pony 
Express and it would take you to PimKco. 
And when Pimlico wasn’t running, you 
could get a taxi to the civic center and take 
a bus to Delaware Park.” 

The Vietnam Years 

Glazier was tested to see what jobs he 
would be suited for in the Army, and he 
soon entered intelligence school at Fort 
Holabird. Once in Vietnam, he became an 
analyst interrogator, analyzing the enemy 
and talking to prisoners through an inter¬ 
preter. 

“After I got information from prison¬ 
ers, I would say, 'Do you know who’s going 
to win the Kentucky Derby?’ ” he recalled. 
“They didn’t know what the hell I was talk¬ 
ing about.” 

Glazier said being an interrogator was 
an interesting job, and he often was called 
to go on the front lines of fighting. 

“Sometimes they’d capture a few people 
and they’d want an interrogator out there 
right away,” he said. “I got a combat infan¬ 
try badge, and you have to be in combat 30

times to get that. Interrogators didn’t get 
those badges very often, because usually 
you weren’t on the front lines.” 

Being in Vietnam didn’t stop Glazier 
from betting the ponies. His mother would 
send him the Monday edition of the 
Morning Telegraphy which had aU the Saturday 
results and occasionally advertisements of 
upcoming stakes races from tracks in New 
York, New Jersey and Delaware. 

'Td look through the Telegraph and see 
who I thought would be in a stakes race, 
but I’d have to bet a week in advance,” said 
Glazier. “I’d write a letter to my mother: 
'Dear Mom, if Politely runs in the MoUy 
Pitcher, bet me $5 to win.’ Then I’d have 
to wait a week to see how I did. I actually 
made a profit. My mother wouldn’t go to 
the track-she went to the local bookie. So 
when I came home, I settled up with the 
bookie.” 

Glazier extended his tour in Vietnam 
from a year to 20 months, which didn’t 
please his parents, but he liked what he 
was doing and was able to come home five 
months early. 

“I actually taught some guys in Vietnam 
about horse racing,” he said. “I kind of 
conducted a school on how to pick the 
horses. And when I got home, I was ready 
to go.” 


He’s off... to Delaware Park 

When Glazier returned to Delaware in 
June 1969, he decided he wanted to be a 
professional horseplayer. 

“I played the horses for a living until 
February 1970,” he said. “And then my 
girlfriend Amy, who later became my wife, 
said, Vou need to get a job, or I’m going 
to break up with you.’ Even though I 
was doing good with the horses! So I got 
a job and I figured I’d work until June, 
when Delaware Park opened, and I could 
become a professional horseplayer again.” 

Yet Glazier stayed on the traditional 
employment road. Thanks to the G.I. Bill, 
he attended business school in Delaware, 
and for the next 18 years worked as an 
accountant for a natural gas firm. 

“But every day at one o’clock I could 
hear the announcer at Delaware Park say, 
'They’re off!’ And I thought, 'What am I 
doing here?’ My heart was not in account¬ 
ing. My heart was at the racetrack.” 

Glazier became friendly with Mike 
Walsh, who used to host the replay show 
at Delaware Park, and often helped with 
answers to questions phoned in by view¬ 
ers. Glazier was asked to fill in one time, 
management saw the show, liked how it 
went, and eventually he got the job in 1986. 


“At first, I hosted the replay show,” said 
Glazier. “Then they expanded my duties to 
being a public-relations guy, and then when 
they started simulcasting I became full¬ 
time. I was the first one to do the paddock 
show, in the early 1990s.” 

Glazier likes to ask offbeat questions 
during his paddock interviews, to make 
things more interesting for both his inter¬ 
viewee and the audience. 

“When Scott Lake was training 500 
horses a few years ago, he’d drive from 
track to track all day,” said Glazier. “At the 
end of an interview I did with him, I asked, 
'What fast-food place do you stop at when 
you’re on the road?’ And he said Wawa, he 
liked to go there for the sandwiches.” 

As a lifelong fan. Glazier loves talking 
with the stars of the game. 

“I loved interviewing pate HaU of Fame 
trainer] Carl Hanford, I must have done 
three or four interviews with him,” said 
Glazier. “What he did with Kelso is unbe¬ 
lievable, to keep that horse going for so 
long. Carl had an excuse for every one of 
Kelso’s losses—he didn’t have him right, he 
didn’t like the chute at Arlington, they let 
T. V. Lark get the lead. But Carl was a great 
gentleman and it was always an honor to 
interview him.”

Glazier puts several hours of study into 
the next day’s past performances so he’s 
able to talk about the card. While he said 
some fans aren’t happy he doesn’t give 
out picks, he tries to point out something 
about each horse that day 

“If a horse is O-for-53,1’U say, weU, he’s 
the most experienced horse in the race. I 
try to be positive, because you never know 
what’s going to happen,” he said. 

Glazier’s comedic talent is on full dis¬ 
play as the host of the track’s replay show. 
Over the years, he’s developed several 
trademark props, such as Bungy the Horse, 
a stuffed animal who drops down from the 
ceiling, and an artificial money tree, which 
is adorned with fake money. 

“Bungy the Horse is based on the 
Groucho Marx television show You Bet 
Your Life, when his toy duck would come 
down from the ceiling [when the contes¬ 
tant would say a secret word],” said Glazier. 
“So Bungy comes down and he whispers 
in my ear and he gives me a name. It used 
to be the name of a sire of a horse run¬ 
ning at Delaware the next day. But now 
he comes down and actually gives me the 
name of a horse. That way I pacify people 
by giving them one horse on the turf the 
next day. Bungy has had a winning record 
in nine out of 11 years. Last year he was 
way ahead, $126 for a $2 bet.” 

As for the money tree. Glazier began 
shaking it whenever he announced Dela¬ 
ware Park hit $1 million in daily handle. 

“One Delaware Handicap day we did $4 
million, so I shook four trees and the dust 
was flying. I coughed for days,” he laughed. 

Speaking of the Delaware Handicap, 
the track’s signature event. Glazier has 
seen every one since 1966, when Open 
Fire won, except for the three years when 
the race was contested at Saratoga after 
Delaware closed (1983-85). 

“Rich Glazier epitomizes the spirit of 
the great tradition of racing at Delaware 
Park,” said Chris Sobocinski, Delaware’s 
racing information coordinator. “His ener¬ 
gy and enthusiasm for racing, especially 
here at Delaware, is contagious. For me 
personally. Rich is my mentor and friend. 
Every time I have a customer-, media-, or 
marketing-relations encounter, I always ask 
What would Rich do?’ and, more often 
than not, things always work out like they 
are supposed to.” 

Thirty-two years after he started at 
the track. Glazier now splits his season 
between six weeks in Florida during the 
winter, and a return for Delaware’s live 


meet. He and Amy have two sons, Michael 
and David, and seven grandchildren. 

“I’ve been lucky,” he said. “Not many 
people get to do what they love. And when 
I go to Florida, what do I do? I go to the 
racetrack every day. 

“I think the game should be fun,” said 
Glazier. “I know some people are losing 


money, but it should be a fun game. I think, 
for the most part, the fans here enjoy my 
humor. One time I walked through a room 
and a man saw me and said, 'They oughta 
throw a net over that guy!’ That’s the best 
compliment I could ever have.”

5. Seeing 2-year-olds break their maidens and going on to greatness—like Afleet 
Alex, Hard Spun and Barbaro. 

Best horses he’s seen run at Delaware: As a fan, Kelso, Buckpasser 
and Spectacular Bid. As a simulcast host. Hard Spun, Havre de Grace, Royal 
Delta, Songbird. 

Advice for newcomers: Go to the paddock and watch horses get prepared 
to race. One of the prettiest paddocks in the country and if you run into me, 
who knows, I may take you into the paddock with me. 

Favorite spot: I love the paddock and like sitting in the stands with my binocu¬ 
lars watching a turf race.

Something Awesome, Corrales 
add to breakout year with Grade 2 win

ose Corrales has won more than 365 races in his training career, and 
prior to this year had two seasons in which his runners earned more 
than $1 million. 

In the first four months of 2018, Corrales already had set a personal 
earnings record of $1.25 million. And that has a lot to do with a horse who 
provided him with his first two graded stakes victories.

As recently as the fall of 2017, Stronach 
Stable’s Something Awesome was compet¬ 
ing in allowance/optional claiming races at 
Laurel Park, where Corrales is based. But 
he won both of those after his transfer 
from Woodbine in Ontario, Canada, and 
that set him up for a step up in class as the 
calendar turned to 2018. 

When the homebred gelding by Awe¬ 
some Again out of the Dance Floor mare 
Somethinaboudaura made his 7-year-old- 
and stakes —debut in January, he finished 
a good closing third in the 6-furlong Fire 
Plug Stakes at Laurel. Though Corrales 
believed Something Awesome would be 
proficient going longer. Laurel’s Grade 
3 General George Stakes at 7 furlongs 
seemed like a logical next step. 


Something Awesome, sent away a 
slight 3-1 favorite against more accom¬ 
plished sprinters in the General George, 
rallied from weU back to win by a neck in 
February. Corrales knew the gelding was 
adept going one turn, but he was looking 
ahead a few months to the Grade 2 Charles 
Town Classic, a 1 Vs-mile event with a lucra¬ 
tive pot of $1.2 million. 

St. Patrick’s Day provided Something 
Awesome with his ticket to West Virginia. 
He easily won the Harrison Johnson 
Memorial Stakes at Laurel in his first 
attempt at IVs miles. 

“I go step by step with the horse,” 
Corrales said. 

That also pertains to Corrales’ career. 
He won more than 1,000 races as a jockey- 


in his native Panama and then the United 
States, primarily on the West Coast. His 
training career was varied in that he had his 
own stable, worked for others including 
Jack Van Berg and Wesley Ward, and then 
went back out on his own. 

His connection to the Stronach Stable 
came through Andy Stronach, son of 
Eclipse Award-winning breeder Frank 
Stronach. Corrales trained some horses p 

for Andy Stronach, and this past winter 
at Laurel he ended up with more horses 
owned by Stronach Stable. L

Veteran Edgar Prado, who picked up 
the mount on Something Awesome in 
the Harrison Johnson after Elvis TrujiUo 
was injured at Laurel, employed different 
tactics in the Classic. Something Awesome 
was just off the leaders in the Harrison 
Johnson, but Prado wanted no part of 
chasing Diversify and Afleet WiUy, two 
confirmed speed horses, in the Classic. 

Something Awesome was next-to-last 
at the half-mile call despite moderate frac¬ 
tions. Prado asked him to follow a move 
made by War Story, and those two eventu¬ 
ally went by the leaders on the far turn. 

They battled through the stretch, and at the 
finish. Something Awesome had a neck in 
front of War Story, with Fear the Cowboy 
third. The winner was clocked in 1:50.84 
on a track rated fast. 

“In a race like this, you never know,” 

Corrales said after the victory. “Right now, 

I feel very blessed. I knew it was going to

be tough, but Edgar had him where he 
should have been. When you ride Edgar 
Prado, you don’t have to worry about it.” 

The Hall of Earner, who as of early 
May was only a handful of wins shy of 
the 7,000 mark, timed his moved perfectly. 
It was the first time Something Awesome 
had traveled the three turns of a Charles 
Town distance race; in previous editions 
of the Classic, it proved rather tricky for 
some horses. 

“There was a lot of speed in the race,” 
Prado said. “He broke weU, and then we 
were able to get behind some of the other 
horses. He was in a good spot most of the 
way, and when I gave him the go-ahead, 
he was feeling great and picked up horses. 
He’s very game.” 


After the Classic, Corrales said he 
would point the late-developing Something 
Awesome to the Pimlico Special-G3, which 
Stronach Stable won in 2017 with Shaman 
Ghost. The Classic victory increased 
Something Awesome’s earnings from 
$401,051 to $1,082,051. 

“I’m blessed Stronach Stable gave me 
this horse, and we were lucky to get it 
done,” Corrales said. “I hope we will be 
able to do this with some of the other ones 
we have in the barn.” 

Lake Ponchatrain rolls 

The undercard on Classic day was pri¬ 
marily comprised of stakes, including a few 
of the overnight variety. The one with the 
second-largest purse went to a 6-year-old 


mare with a fondness for the local racing 
surface. 

Lake Ponchatrain was a well-estab¬ 
lished allowance competitor at Charles 
Town when owner-trainer Ernest Haynes 
claimed her from John McKee for $25,000 
in October 2016. Since then, she has made 
regular appearances in stakes, a few of 
them of graded. 

In spring 2017, Haynes opted to try the 
Oklahoma-bred mare by Afleet Express 
in the $100,000 Super Maple Stakes on 
the Charles Town Classic undercard, and 
she finished third. One year later. Lake 
Ponchatrain was in the winner’s circle for 
the same race-renamed for Dance to 
Bristol, a Charles Town stakes winner who 
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12 wins, seven seconds and six thirds in 33 
starts. Nine of her victories have come at 
Charles Town. 


Navarro gets two 


Though Imaginary Stables and Glenn 
Ellis’ War Story just missed the big payday 
in the Classic for Jorge Navarro, the trainer 
got the money in two other stakes for own¬ 
ers A1 and Michelle Crawford. 


went on to compete in the Breeders’ Cup 
FiUy & Mare Sprint-G1. 

Ridden by Xavier Perez, Lake Poncha- 
train rallied from sixth in an eight-horse 
field to win by 1 y 2 lengths over Angel At 
War, who had six wins in nine starts going 
into the 7-furlong stakes. The winner cov¬ 
ered the distance in a respectable 1:25.76. 

“She races pretty good anywhere,” 
Haynes said of Lake Ponchatrain, who 
traveled to Keeneland last fall and finished 


second in an allowance test after winning 
the Pink Ribbon Stakes at Charles Town. 
“She races pretty good all the time. We’re 
going to try her against Oklahoma-breds. 
People told me it might be the easiest race 
I’ve ever been in. 

“Everybody gets a good horse once in 
a while.” 

The Dance to Bristol victory gave Lake 
Ponchatrain another $58,800 to push her 
earnings to $330,578 on a strong record of 


The trip from New York to West 
Virginia proved worthwhile for Ortiz. 
Though Diversify finished last in the 
Classic, the jockey ended the day with 
three stakes victories. The other came in 
the $85,000 Robert Hilton Memorial with 
Main Line Racing Stable’s Midnight Poker, 
a 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred gelding by 
Smarty Jones who remained undefeated in 
four starts for trainer John Servis. 

Midnight Poker, who won the 7-furlong 
Hilton on the engine in 1:25.14, won his 
first four races by a combined 14 lengths.

In the $50,000 RusseU Road Stakes at 
7 furlongs, the 7-year-old Smart Strike 
gelding Shaft of Light repeated the effort 
of last year in the same race: He quickly 
took command for jockey Irad Ortiz Jr. 
and blew away the field in 1:24.15, slightly 
faster than the time he clocked in 2017. 

In his previous start at Gulfstream 
Park, Shaft of Light won a starter/optional 
claiming event by 8% lengths in a sizzling 
1:20.85 for 7 furlongs. A look at his past 
performances indicates a bit of quirkiness. 

“He has always trained like a great 
horse,” Navarro said of the 11-time win¬ 
ner, “but if he doesn’t make the lead he 
just goes nuts.” 

In the following race, the $35,000 Caixa 
Eletronica overnight stakes at 4y2 furlongs, 
veteran Delta Bluesman bagged the 13th 
win of his career by 7 lengths in :50.95, less 
than a second off the track record for the 
popular distance at Charles Town. Ortiz 
was aboard the 8-year-old Wagon Limit 
gelding for this one as well. 

“What else can I say about this horse?” 
Navarro said. “He’s just amazing. I really 
don’t think he cared for the track today, but 
he got the win. He has been in my barn for 
five years—he’s like one of my kids.” 

Delta Bluesman has been around—his 
Charles Town debut marked his 56th 
start, and his earnings stood at a healthy 
$714,358.

The Classic program continued a tradi¬ 
tion of providing Charles Town with big 
wagering days. Total pari-mutuel handle 
topped $3.4 million, and Eric Zimny, vice 
president of racing operations, said the 
number could have been higher. 

He said the Keeneland card fell behind 
scheduled post time, which put the 
Kentucky track’s Elkhorn Stakes on top of 
the Charles Town Classic. But the Classic 
was locked in to a post time because of 
coverage on FOX, so there wasn’t an 
alternative. 


“The national broadcast on FOX is 
more important to us than some short¬ 
term handle gain,” Zimny said. “Also, we 
had the first race in the guaranteed Pick 4 
scratch down from 10 to six horses, which 
was a killer. Those things impacted busi¬ 
ness on the day, but with aU of the things 
our team could control, they did a great job 
with them. 

“The real short-term focus is on how 
you execute the day operationally, and that 


was an overwhelming success. The connec¬ 
tions were happy, I received overwhelm¬ 
ingly positive feedback from fans, and 
anyone who came saw how many people 
were here.” 

Late last year and earlier this year, 
the Classic purse was under scrutiny by 
the West Virginia Racing Commission. 
Because of pari-mutuel revenue growth, 
purses at Charles Town have actually held 
steady for several years, but some in the 


Anna’s Bandit comes through 

In the $35,000 Down Town Allen for 
West Virginia-bred fillies and mares, Jerry 
and Gina Robb found out they have more 
options with the 4-year-old fiUy Anna’s 
Bandit, who made her first start in state- 
bred company a winning one under Perez, 
who ended the day with two stakes wins. 

Anna’s Bandit, owned by No Guts No 
Glory Farm, entered the race with five 
wins in 10 starts. The Great Notion fiUy 
finished second in the Debutante Stakes at 
ChurchiU Downs and third in the Astoria 
Stakes at Belmont as a 2-year-old, and 
entered the Charles Town stakes off of a 
win in the state-restricted Conniver Stakes 
at Laurel. 

Because Anna’s Bandit is by Great 
Notion, who stands in Maryland, she can 
double-dip. She’s eligible for restricted 
races in Maryland and West Virginia. 

Anna’s Bandit had been cross-entered 
in an open stakes at Laurel April 21, but 
she surfaced at Charles Town for a few 
reasons. 

“I wanted to see if she could handle this 
track, and I didn’t want to run her against 
monsters at Laurel,” said Jerry Robb, who 
trains and bred Anna’s Bandit. “Last year, 
we were almost ready [to try her in the 
West Virginia Breeders Classics], but we 
didn’t want to push it. Now we’U look at 
[state-bred] stakes here.” 

Anna’s Bandit, who covered 6 y 2 fur¬ 
longs in 1 : 20 . 10 , was the favorite in the 
Down Town AUen. The complexion of the 
race changed that morning when Moonlit 
Song, a standout in the fiUy-and-mare 
state-bred ranks in West Virginia, was 
scratched because of a physical issue. 

Robb noted that the stable has a full- 
brother—this one a Maryland-bred—to 
Anna’s Bandit, who is out of the stakes-win- 
ning No Armistice mare Onearmedbandit.

local racing community continue to ques¬ 
tion the need for a $1.2 million purse. 

The issue became so heated that Gov. 
Jim Justice called on the racing commis¬ 
sion to leave the purse intact this year. 
The WVRC did so, but also called for a 
review of this year’s event from a revenue 
standpoint. 

Charles Town officials have attempted 
to show the trickle-down effect Classic 
day, and to a lesser extent the Race for the 
Ribbon program in September, have on 
year-round business. 

“In terms of quantifying how the day 
this year contributes to long-term success, 
it’s too early for me to answer that ques¬ 
tion since any racetrack’s major events 
are all part of a bigger picture,” Zimny 
said. “They’re about brand. They’re about 
exposing a wider net of people to your 
product, venue and area of the country 
you’re in. Those are things you can’t get a 
handle on in a week or month. 

“The reality is that the tracks holding 
big-event days are generally the more suc¬ 
cessful tracks. That’s not a coincidence. 
Wagering per race at Charles Town is up 
70 percent since we started holding nation¬ 
ally relevant racing events. That’s not a 
coincidence either, and it’s further proof 
that these event days don’t exist to provide 
benefits in a vacuum. 

“Charles Town had little to nothing that 
wove it into the national fabric of racing 
for a long time and it absolutely showed. 
It’s inconceivable to us that the elimination 
of West Virginia’s or any state’s highest- 
profile racing event would be considered a 
positive for the industry or the state. ^

Well Named 

Kasey K homebred Goodonehoney 
proves her point in Weber City Miss

B ob and Sue Krangel watched their 
mare Diva’s Gold foal a Great 
Notion filly at Country Life Farm 
May 4, 2015. Bob turned to his wife and 
said something that will forever be part of 
their story 

“That’s how she got the name,” he said. 
“She came out, we looked at her and I said, 
‘Let’s hope she’s a good one honey.’” 

Almost three years later, track announc¬ 
er Dave Rodman said the same thing as 
the now 3-year-old daughter of Diva’s 
Gold drew off from her competition with 


enthusiasm through the stretch run of the 
$125,000 Weber City Miss Stakes April 21. 

“Oh, she’s a good one honey!” Rodman 
said in an enthusiastic voice as Goodone¬ 
honey rolled to a 7-length win. 

The Krangels’ Kasey K Racing Stable 
has had success on the big stage before, 
winning the 2011 Breeders’ Cup Marathon 
with Afleet Again. The breeding aspect 
of the Thoroughbred industry is a whole 
new ball game for the New Jersey couple, 
however, and Diva’s Gold is the first mare 
they bred. 


“We’re a friends-and-family, smaller type 
of claiming operation,” Bob Krangel said. 
“We claimed her for $15,000 at Monmouth. 
She went on and won $200,000 for us.” 

A year after Afleet Again’s Breeders’ 
Cup success. Diva’s Gold was offered at 
the 2012 Keeneland November breed¬ 
ing stock sale. Luckily for her owners the 
daughter of Tenpins failed to reach her 
reserve after a final bid of $14,000. 

“After that, we just said let’s give it a 
shot and try breeding,” Krangel said. 

Goodonehoney is the first foal out of 
Diva’s Gold to make it to the races. The 
bay fiUy debuted March 24 at Laurel in a 
waiver-maiden claimer going 6 furlongs. 
She was not in for the tag, due to her 
Maryland-bred status. Trainer Jason Egan 
wasn’t exactly sure what to expect that day. 

“She wasn’t somebody that stood out 
and grabbed your attention,” said Egan. 
“She went out and did what you asked her 
to do.” 

She gained attention in her debut and 
won by 4y4 lengths. Those with an eye 
for a good horse saw something spe¬ 
cial and called with offers, but her con¬ 
nections graciously listened and didn’t 
accept. They decided instead to return 
with Goodonehoney four weeks later in a 
two-turn stakes that proved a wise move. 

Goodonehoney broke well from the 
rail and established early position near the 
front during the short run into the first 
turn. Given a clear path to take the lead 
when on the turn, she seized the oppor¬ 
tunity and took command. She opened up 
a length, and her ears went up. Chirped at 
by jockey Steve Hamilton to keep focused, 
her ears went back. From that point it was 
never in doubt. 

Far in front, she switched to her left lead 
just before the sixteenth pole. Even farther 
in front of her competition, she switched 
back to her right lead just before the wire. 
As Rodman announced the winning mar¬ 
gin of “7 on the hne,” her ears went back 
up. And the ears weren’t the only part of 
her going forward. She galloped out with 
an abundance of energy and Hamilton 
needed the outrider’s assistance to pull up 
on the backstretch. 

“The gallop out on the first two races 
have been kind of crazy,” Krangel said. “I 
don’t know that she’s beaten anybody par¬ 
ticularly great yet, but she’s done it in such 
dominating fashion that she’s either good 
or very good. Anybody in horse racing 
knows time will only tell the truth on that.” 

Goodonehoney is owned by her breed¬ 
er along with Michael Day and Final Turn

Racing Stable. “I watched the race with 
Mike Day, he’s one of my best friends and 
my partner,” Krangel said. “The people 
around us must’ve thought we lost our 
minds, we were pounding each other’s back 
in the stretch, we were literally hitting each 
other and screaming.” 

If he’s anything like his mentors, Jason 
Egan probably doesn’t do much screaming. 
The trainer worked for feUow University 
of Arizona alum Todd Fletcher after grad¬ 
uating and went on to be Mike Trombetta’s 
assistant at Delaware Park and in Florida. 
After a few years under Trombetta’s wing, 
Egan was hired as a private trainer and 
went out on his own. 

“My first client is stiU with me and they 
have been my biggest cheerleader, being 
supportive and trying to push me new cli¬ 
ents,” he said. “Things have reaUy opened 
up in the last couple of years, we’ve had 
some good opportunities from people out 
of state and I’m always appreciative of 
feUow horseman that have mentioned my 
name to people who are potential clients. 
I feel like things are heading in the right 
direction, maybe I don’t have quite the 
numbers I’d love to have but we’re trying 
to make the most of the opportunities we 
have and continue to grow.” 

The Krangels and Egan haven’t been in 
partnership for too long but are thriving 
so far. 

“I’ve dealt with a lot of trainers in my 
life and I absolutely love Jason Egan,” said 
Bob Krangel. “He knows his stuff and 
I’m so thrilled not only for us, but if this 
horse gets to be good and it puts him on 
the map with more people it would really 
be a pleasure to aU of us because he’s an 
absolutely delightful human being and he 
really knows his stuff” 

Not surprisingly Krangel continues to 
receive more interest from potential buyers 
since the stakes win. 

“We’ve gotten so many phone calls to 
buy her, we’re not going to do it,” he said. 
“This is what you wait for your whole life, 
the potential that she could be that good 
and the parties that we’U have along the 
way. We’re going to have a lot of fun with 
this.” 

■ The Weber City Miss was part of the 
11-race $550,000 Spring Stakes Spectacular 
program, which featured two key 3-year- 
old stakes and the return of turf stakes on 
the circuit. 

Diamond King certainly has the look 
of a decent 3-year-old. The son of Quality 


Road returned to the site of his first 
stakes victory and again reigned supreme 
at Laurel to win the $125,000 Federico 
Tesio Stakes. 

A winner of the Heft Stakes in his final 
start at 2, Diamond King was sent to trainer 


John Servis following that effort after D. J. 
Stable acquired an interest in the colt to 
join owners Cash is King and LC Racing. 

“I’m tickled to death. It was very 
impressive,” Servis said. “I was a little wor¬ 
ried about the distance off a long layoff

and he’s never really been that far because 
the only time he was he had that incident.” 

The Tesio was the first race he finished 
around two turns-he clipped heels and 
lost jockey Frankie Pennington around 
the first turn of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes-G2 at Churchill Downs in 
November. 

Pennington stayed on this time and 
guided the colt to a three-quarters length 
score, holding off a late run by runner-up 
Holland Park. “I thought he did great,” 
said Servis of the colt. “He handled him¬ 
self well, relaxed really good, got to loafing 
a httle bit in the stretch which I like to see 
because that tells me there’s more there.” 

■ Chalon, one of the top 3-year-old filly 
sprinters of 2017, made a successful return 
to the races in her 4-year-old debut to win

the $100,000 Primonetta Stakes in her first 
start for new connections. 

Following two runner-up efforts in 
Grade 2 competition last fall at Keeneland, 
Lael Stables purchased the daughter of 
Dialed In for $550,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
November mixed sale. Given some time 
off, she was sent to Arnaud Delacour’s 
winter base at Tampa Bay Downs to begin 
training for this year’s campaign. Delacour 
was pleased with the 2018 starting point. 

“She’s been breezing great all winter,” 
he said. “We were very impressed with her. 
She might have been a breeze or two short 
today, but I thought she did well. That’s 
what good horses do. We’re very lucky to 
train her.” 

Chalon was hustled away from the gate 
by Paco Lopez to establish early position 


and found herself stalking in second after 
the first quarter. She took the lead after 
being turned for home and held off a 
prolonged challenge from second-place 
finisher Cairenn to prevail by a length. 

■ Trainer Tom Proctor sent a string that 
included many Glen Hill Farm homebreds 
north to Fair Hill in early April. One of 
those homebreds was Caribou Club, last 
seen at Fair Grounds in late December 
turning in an uncharacteristically poor per¬ 
formance. A little time at Glen H ill ’s home 
base in Ocala must have done the trick, as 
he returned with a strong performance to 
take the $100,000 Henry S. Clark Stakes. 

Paco Lopez got Caribou Club to the 
inside around the first turn and maintained 
that position down the backstretch. Lopez 
knifed between horses around the turn 
and then sent his mount back inside when 
straightening for home. The 4-year-old 
accelerated, took the lead near the eighth 
pole and won by three-quarters of a length 
over Doctor Mounty. 

The great-grandson of Glen Hill’s 
Grade 1 Breeders’ Cup Distaff winner 
One Dreamer and son of talented turf 
sprinter Broken Dreams is now 2-for-2 at 
Laurel in stakes company, having won the 
2016 Laurel Futurity as a juvenile. 

I Googhng “in the nick of time” might 
produce the photo finish result of the 
Dahlia Stakes. Godolphin homebred Hallie 
Belle and jockey Sheldon Russell made 
the lead in the final stride of the $100,000 
event going 1 mile on the turf, edging 2-5 
favorite Hawksmoor (Ire). 

“I didn’t know if I got her up but I 
knew she was running that last sixteenth 
of a mile,” Russell said. 

HaUie Belle raced toward the rear early 
before Russell searched for room to run 
at the eighth pole. When Hawksmoor 
accelerated and kicked clear, Russell angled 
his mount outside of the leader and the 
response was immediate. Hallie Belle 
surged late to best Hawksmoor by a nose. 

The daughter of Medaglia d’Oro suc¬ 
cessfully finished off her 3-year-old year 
for trainer Mike Stidham with a win in the 
Pago Hop Stakes at Fair Grounds, then 
disappointed when 10th in another stakes 
at the same venue seven weeks later. 

“We’re not really sure what happened 
in her last race; it was a throwaway. We just 
decided to give her a little more time and 
find a good spot, and here we are,” said 
Stidham’s assistant Anna Kinney. “I hon¬ 
estly wasn’t sure we’d get by [Hawksmoor] 
but I just kept yelling for her.” ^

Servis continues productive start 
to 2018 with third of season in books

T rainer John Servis continues to main¬ 
tain his sizzling pace at Parx Racing 
and nearly every racetrack in the Mid- 
Atlantic this spring, leading the top 30 
trainers at the Bensalem course by win 
percentage and money earned through the 
end of April. 

Servis sent out the winners of 19 races 
from 72 starts (26 percent) and his runners 
finished in the money 51 percent of the 
time. They earned $636,490, more than 
$30,000 better than Pat Farro, who led the 
standings with 21 wins but saddled 135 
starters - 63 more than Servis. 

Servis’ April triumphs at Parx were an 
allowance winner and a maiden special 
weight winner, the latter a homebred for 
Chuck Zacney and Joseph Lerro, part of 
the Cash is King ownership group that 
campaigned classic winner Afleet Alex 
and co-owns Federico Tesio Stakes winner 
Diamond King. 

Servis sent out Jon Marshall’s home¬ 
bred Appealing Future, a 4-year-old son 
of Successful Appeal who came from just 
off the pace to take a $53,596 allowance 
for Pennsylvania-breds April 7. Appealing 
Future is out of the Unbridled mare 
Untangled, who has produced seven win¬ 
ners from 10 starters, five stakes horses, 
including Political Web ($210,291), winner 
of the Torrey Pines Stakes at Del Mar, 
ViUette ($273,910) winner of the Foxy J. 
G. Stakes at Parx, and stakes-placed No 
Easy Answer, all by PetionviUe, as well as 
Panamanian champion Full. 

Cash is King’s Mill and Gloria, a 3-year- 
old daughter of Majestic Warrior, prevailed 
by 3 lengths in a maiden special weight at 
7 furlongs for Pennsylvania-breds April 
17. Mill and Gloria made her first start in 
July 2017 at Parx, finishing sixth, but then 
recorded two thirds and a second before 
being shelved for the year in October. Her 
maiden-breaker improved her career earn¬ 
ings to $43,420. Out of the Stormin Fever 
mare Party Fever, she is a half-sister to 
stakes winner Big Feat. 


In recent years Servis sent nearly half 
of his stable to Florida for the winter but 
returned to Parx in the spring. This year 
he decided to leave many horses in Florida 
year-round, and indicated he wants to 
boost his national profile from his base 
at Palm Meadows Training Center. Servis’ 
horses at Palm Meadows will be handled by 
his son, Tyler. 

Servis also wants to expand his stable 
and is looking to attract new Florida own¬ 
ers. He started 22 horses during the recent 
Gulfstream Championship Meet, and one 
of his charges, the Jonathan Sheppard- 
bred and Fox Hill Farms-owned Daisy, 
finished second in the Suncoast Stakes at 
Tampa Bay Downs. 

■ Sam Elliott, director of racing at Parx 
since 2015, announced in late April that 
he is leaving to become an executive of 
the Royal St. Lucia Turf Club, a race¬ 
track scheduled to open next year on the 
Caribbean island of St. Lucia. The track 
is being built by an affiliate of the China 
Horse Club. 

■ JiU Baffert’s speedy The Man failed to 
finish on the board for the first time in 
three years when fifth of seven in the 
$100,000 Lyman Stakes April 28, an added- 
money event that kicked off the 2018 
Pennsylvania-bred stakes schedule. 

The Man—named Horse of the Year 
and top older horse by the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association for 


2017—was installed as the betting favorite 
by Parx handicappers in the 7-furlong 
Lyman after being off since September. 
The 6-year-old gelded son of Ecclesiastic 
never fired, breaking slowly under Jorge 
Vargas Jr. and coming home more than 7 
lengths behind Grasshoppin. 

The winner, a 7-year-old son of Cat 
Thief, went over the $500,000 earnings 
mark in the Lyman. He grabbed the lead 
immediately while racing off the rail a half- 
length better than Cowboy Mz, and then 
shook that rival off and steadily increased 
his margin through the lane, winning by 3% 
lengths in 1:24.25. 

The Lyman was the ninth win from 42 
starts for Grasshoppin, who was bred by 
his owner Michael Jester. The gelding is 
out of the Broad Brush mare Sweetheart 
Sami. 

James Courtney’s homebred Power 
of Snunner added to her amazing career 
with a dramatic, last-to-first victory in the 
$100,000 Foxy J. G. Stakes for Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred fillies and mares on the same 
card. The 8-year-old daughter of Power 
by Far—whose second dam is Foxy J. G — 
pushed her earnings to $636,310, and has 
compiled an impressive record of 35 starts, 
10 wins, 16 seconds and three thirds. 

Jockey Dana Whitney drove from Penn 
National to Bensalem for the mount, and 
trainer Tim Kreiser had the bay mare ready 
to roll in the 7-furlong stakes. ^

Just a Nibble 

Frequent biter Sargent Suds scores 
in strong debut for Bonneiis, Miiier

D r. Allen Bonnell is a longtime part of 
the veterinary scene at Penn National 
Race Course and a resource for the 
group Canter Pennsylvania that helps place 
retired Thoroughbreds. 

Bonnell and his wife Sandra are also 
breeders, and the most recent fruit of their 
labor was the victory by first-time starter 
Sargent Suds for trainer Marlin Miller 
April 21. 

A Pennsylvania-bred son of Redeemed, 
who stands at Northview Stallion Station 
in Chesapeake City, Md., Sargent Suds 
wasn’t given much respect by horseplayers 


at nearly 12-1 in the field of seven yet ran 
as if he were odds-on despite some green¬ 
ness in the stretch. 

Bettors were no doubt underwhelmed 
by three of the four published workouts 
by Sargent Suds, as well as the fact that he 
was facing open competition rather than 
fellow state-breds. They settled on another 
first-time starter. Lucky Lucky Liam, who 
hailed from the hot barn of leading trainer 
Tim Kreiser, installing him at 3-5. 

Sargent Suds, owned by Arakas Stables, 
showed speed right out of the gate and 
raced a head behind Lucky Lucky Liam 


through the first quarter. The winner took 
a short lead on the turn, but bore out 
under Jackie Davis’ left-handed stick and 
bumped Lucky Lucky Liam twice down 
the lane. Sargent Suds straightened once 
Davis switched to her right hand, and 
edged clear by three-quarters of a length. 

“He’s going to get better with age,” said 
Allen Bonnell, 74. “What I loved is that 
he went head-to-head with Lucky Lucky 
Liam, and then pulled away.” 

Bonnell said that he and his wife had 
confidence in Sargent Suds’ ability, as his 
final work before his debut from the gate 
was outstanding. 

The Bonneiis purchased Sargent Suds’ 
second dam. Lady Beelzebub, as part of a 
package deal. The daughter of Devil His 
Due won 11 races, including the Drumtop 
Stakes at Suffolk Downs, and earned 
$206,144. Lady Beelzebub was bred her 
first year to Smarty Jones, and the resulting 
filly named Madolin Wind was co-bred by 
the Bonneiis and Patricia Chapman. 

Madolin Wind won two races and 
$70,536 before retiring to the BonneUs’ 
farm in New Ringgold, Pa., a small rural 
borough (population of less than 400) in 
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Schuylkill County, about 50 miles northeast 
of Penn National. The mare’s first foal is 
Sargent Suds, named after Sandra BonneU’s 
brother. 

“Our original name for him was Despi¬ 
cable Me, because he will bite you,” said 
Allen Bonnell. “But that name wasn’t 
accepted by The Jockey Club, so we went 
with Sargent Suds.” 

By the time he was broken and started 
training, the Bonnells heard he was going 
to be a very nice horse, although gelding 
him didn’t stop his biting entirely. 

Madolin Wind has a yearling full-sister 
to Sargent Suds named WisfuU Drinking, 
whom Bonnell said also uses her teeth 
quite a bit. Madolin Wind was bred to 
Madefromlucky, who stood his first season 
at Northview this year. Lady Beelzebub has 
an unnamed yearling colt by Swiss Yodeler. 

■ Bush Racing Stable found itself in a 
familiar spot atop the Penn National owner 
standings through April with 10 wins, tied 
with James Wolf 

Bush Racing Stable, headed by the 
father-son team of Bryan and David 
Bushey, had a repeat winner during the 


month in Polite Pearl. The daughter of 
Congrats captured a claiming race April 
5, then wheeled back nine days later for a 
score in an optional claimer in for $25,000. 

Polite Pearl was claimed by Bush Racing 
for $12,500 out of a winning effort at Parx 
Racing in late October, her fourth consec¬ 
utive win. Her victory streak was snapped 
in her first start for her new connections, 
but she hit the board in two of her next 
four starts in allowance/optional claiming 
company. 

In her win April 5 for a $15,000 tag, the 
6-year-old bay mare led from start to fin¬ 
ish. Trainer Lester Stickler Jr. brought her 
back April 14, again at 6 furlongs and she 
ran nearly an identical race, holding on to 
win by a nose. 

Polite Pearl’s second dam. Pearl City, 
won the Ballerina Stakes-Gl at 3 and is a 
half-sister to Grade 1 winner and success¬ 
ful sire Hennessy, as well as stakes winners 
Shy Tom and Wild Kitty. Polite Pearl is out 
of the unraced Storm Cat mare String of 
Pearls. 

■ Kreiser enjoyed a day to remember April 
28, not only saddling James Courtney’s 


Power of Snunner to win the $100,000 
Foxy J. G. Stakes at Parx Racing, but also 
taking two races at Penn National. 

Kreiser tightened the girth on Todd 
McCarty’s Golden Promise, a 3-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Activist, 
who captured a state-bred allowance at 1 
mile and 70 yards by more than 5 lengths. 

Bred by Judy Barrett’s Godstone Farm, 
Golden Promise was third last season in 
the Blue Mountain Juvenile Fillies Stakes 
at Penn. She is a half-sister to stakes-placed 
Persnickity, a 10-time winner of $424,980. 

Kreiser’s other winner was Ronald 
Ulrich’s Holiday Touch, a 6-year-old 
Harlan’s Holiday gelding going 1 mile and 
70 yards in an optional claimer. 

Kreiser is again dominating the action 
at Penn National as he’s done the last three 
years. Through April 30, he had a 30-win 
lead in the trainer’s standings over Kimberly 
Grad, sporting a winning rate of 33 per¬ 
cent and in-the-money rate of 66 percent.

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Good Timing 

Lyonell powers to key stakes win 
in Temple Gwathmey for Kinsley, Voss

et’s just say Bob Kinsley was due. Or 
one of his horses was anyway 

In 2017, the Kinsley-owned 
Modem (GB) put together the best cam¬ 
paign of any American steeplechaser in 
training-but didn’t win a single race. He 
finished second in four Grade 1 stakes, 
three while conceding weight in racetrack 
handicaps and the fourth by a dirty nose in 
the $400,000 Grand National. His rivals at 
the top of the standings, Scorpiancer (Ire), 
All the Way Jose and Mr. Hot Stuff either 
got hurt or bounced through inconsistent 


campaigns of roaring success or abject 
failure. For good measure. Modem opened 
2018 with another second-in the Grade 1 
Iroquois Steeplechase May 12. 

Modem may want to start studying 
LyoneU (Ger), another Kinsley steeple¬ 
chaser who came through—big time—in 
the Temple Gwathmey Handicap-G2 at 
Middleburg Spring in Middleburg, Va., 
April 21. Trained by Elizabeth Voss, the 
winner defeated a standout field including 
Mr. Hot Stuff, All the Way Jose en route to 
a 1 Id-length win over subsequent Iroquois 


winner Zanjabeel (GB). LyoneU won for 
the third time in eight American starts 
since being imported by Voss’ husband 
Gary Murray in 2015. 

It’s been a gradual stepladder for the 
now 7-year-old son of Montjeu (Ire), who 
won a maiden hurdle at Radnor in May 
2016 and feU in his only other start that 
season. Last year began with two seconds 
in the spring, moved on to a handicap 
hurdle win in October and a third in 
another handicap to close the year. Voss 
sent LyoneU to Camden, S.C., this winter 
and the bay gelding thrived. 

The trainer mentioned the $75,000 
Gwathmey as a jumping-off point this 
season, and Doyle agreed despite the com¬ 
petition. 

‘WeU, we can give it a go, he’s been in 
Camden aU year, he’s busting to run, we 
can see,” Doyle told the trainer. The horse 
did the rest, settUng near the back in a 
field of 10 and working his way into the 
race whUe saving ground along the inside 
across the back the final time. Mercoeur 
(Fr) made the early running, but gave way 
to the others on the long run between 
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Lyonell and Jack Doyle overtake Mercoeur late In the Temple Gwathmey at the Middleburg Spring Races In April.

the race’s final two fences. Lyonell arrived 
just before the last, landed in front as All 
the Way Jose backed out it, Zanjabeel 
rallied and Mercoeur stayed on. Lyonell 
led to the elbow in deep stretch and held 
off Zanjabeel’s inside rally with Mercoeur 
third. 

“I said he was a good horse last year,” 
Doyle said on his way to the jocks’ room 
at Glenwood Park. “He’s done it nicely. As 
I’ve said, I’ve always thought the world of 
him, he seems to have grown up a lot this 
year, he’s settling weU, he jumped brilliantly, 
I was always just able to put him where I 
wanted. When he got in front, he idled a 
little and waited for the other horses, he’s 
stiU got a bit to learn but that’s the prob¬ 
lem, we don’t have that many options in 
this country, he wants 214 miles, he wants 
nice ground, he’s a fair engine when he 
does get it.” 

Kinsley paid credit to the team, and 
nodded to the 2017 frustrations — just a bit. 

“We’re going to try harder this year,” he 
said with a laugh a few days after the win. 
“I have a terrific team. That’s what it’s all 
about—Elizabeth, Gary, Jack, they work 
very hard and do a great job. Jack rides 
that horse every day. The horses he likes 
he won’t let anybody else ride.” 

Lyonell sold for more than $300,000 
as a yearling at Baden-Baden in 2012, and 
won twice in eight fiat starts before bring¬ 
ing about $60,000 as a jump prospect at 
Tattersalls in 2015. He collected $45,000 
in the Gwathmey to push his American 
bankroll to $114,900. The success helped 
take some of the sting away from Modem’s 
near-misses, even if that import has earned 
about $75,000 more without a winner’s 
circle visit. 

“Yeah, it was frustrating,” Kinsley 
said of the narrow defeats. “I lost about 
$280,000 by that much [holding his fingers 
two inches apart] in the Grand National. 
Somehow I knew when that race ended 
that he wasn’t quite there, but I was proud 
of him though.” 

Modem actually earned $168,000 less 
than Mr. Hot Stuff in the Grand National, 
but the point is the same no matter the 
dollars involved. 

A York, Pa., resident, Kinsley had his 
first runner in 2005 and has expanded 
the venture with some homebreds, tim¬ 
ber horses and hurdlers. Timber horse 
Incomplete won several stakes including 
the 2012 Virginia Gold Cup and two 


editions of the My Lady’s Manor. No 
Wunder (GB) has won on the flat and over 
jumps. Tempt Me Alex, bred by Kinsley 
in Pennsylvania, tried the fiat too and won 
three times over jumps. 

Kinsley grew up in York, and rode 
show horses and ponies as a kid before 
leaving the horse world for the business 
world—starting Kinsley Construction in 
1963 and turning it into one of the region’s 
major players. Kinsley has six divisions 
and has been involved with projects such 
as the Gettysburg National Battlefield 
Memorial Park visitor’s center, a revamped 
Hollywood Casino at Charles Town Races, 
the Flight 93 Memorial in Pennsylvania, 
Towson University’s Tiger Arena and more. 

“I like horses. I’ve been around them my 
whole life,” he said. “I used to show horses 
and ponies for other people because we 
never could afford good horses. I think 
my first horse cost $125 bucks. I stopped 
riding for about 18 years. I figured if I ever 
wanted to have good horses I better get 
to work.” 

The work paid off, and the success 
has allowed Kinsley to pursue racing and 
foxhunting while also becoming a leader 
in land preservation and other causes. He 
is a joint master of the Elkridge-Harford 
Foxhounds, owns several farms near the 
Voss family’s Atlanta Hall in addition to 
his South Branch Farms in York. There are 
horses, cattle and more. On the racing side. 
Incomplete was an early success with train¬ 
er Ann Stewart and has been followed by a 
steady stream with Tom Voss and now the 


trainer’s daughter. Kinsley recently bought 
two mares in Ireland and will add those to 
the five broodmares on the farm in York, 
but the operation will focus on quality over 
quantity. Kinsley’s horses made 29 starts in 
2017, won five, finished second 11 times 
and earned a career high $339,934. 

“I always say horses and cattle have 
more personality than corn so if you have 
a farm, so you should have some horses 
and cattle,” Kinsley said. “I get a lot of 
pleasure out of it. I like to be involved. You 
always get a lot of satisfaction out of win¬ 
ning, but I just like being around horses too.” 

Super Saturday 
lands timber stakes 

Jack Fisher sat atop the stone wall at 
Glenwood Park and watched his horse 
Doc Cebu press the pace of Top Man 
Michael (Ire) and Grand Manan in the 
Middleburg Hunt Cup timber stakes. After 
a circuit, Fisher summed up the race. 

“... I’d like to be where Super Saturday 
is right now...” 

Super Saturday, a two-time winner 
over timber and the longest shot in the 
race, loped along in fourth, spanning the 
chasm between the rapid frontrunners, 
that included two stakes winners, and the 
lagging closers, that included three stakes 
winners. 

Two circuits later, everybody wanted 
to be where Super Saturday and jockey 
Gerard Galligan were as they picked up the 
pieces left from Top Man Michael, Grand 
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Import captures 
Queen’s Cup novice 

In an example of how the novice hurdle 
stakes program is supposed to work, the 
$75,000 Queen’s Cup entries looked much 
like the Carolina Cup four weeks earlier. 
Winner Personal Start was no longer eli¬ 
gible, but the next five finishers showed up. 

Nobody was better than Taper Tantrum 
(Ire), who stalked frontrunners Officer’s 
Oath and Ice It before taking over late 
and turning aside Lechares (Ire) by VA 
lengths as New Member (Ire) rallied for 
third. Owned by Hudson River Farms, the 
winner collected his third hurdle score and 
first in the United States. The 6-year-old

won back-to-back starts over hurdles in 
England in 2016 while with trainer Michael 
Bell, but lost his next nine races (two 
over jumps, seven on the flat). A $41,350 
Tatters alls horses-in-training sale graduate 
last year, he finished fourth in the Carolina 
Cup, but improved the next time. 

One race later, the same owner-trainer- 
jockey combination won a maiden timber 
race with Codrington College (Ire) in a 
IdU-length laugher. The winner bided his 
time early and went to the front at the 
second-last before drawing off late. The 
8-year-old was making his timber debut. 

Queen’s Cup founder BiU Price and his 
wife Carrington made the winner’s circle 
in the day’s opener as Boss Man went wire 
to wire in a maiden hurdle for trainer Arch 
Kingsley and jockey Michael Mitchell. 


News and Notes 

HaU of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard 
turned back time with a quick start to his 
season. Through May 13, he’d saddled 11 
winners to lead the standings. Another quick 
starter, Ricky Hendriks was second with 
eight. Off to a bit of a slow start, for him, 
defending champion Jack Fisher had five 
winners thanks to a triple May 12-13 .. .Jack 
Doyle led the jockeys with 11, followed by 
2017 champion Darren Nagle with eight. 
Ross Geraghty and amateur Eric Poretz 
were tied for third with six ... Regional-bred 
winners in April included Bob’n for Silver 
(bred by Maggie Bryant in West Virginia) in 
a maiden claimer over hurdles. Last Shani 
(Jonathan Sheppard, Pennsylvania) in a maid¬ 
en hurdle and Dfe Said (George Strawbridge, 
Pennsylvania) in a handicap hurdle.

Manan and Doc Cebu. Super Saturday 
cruised across the finish line, 2 V 2 lengths 
clear of Le Chevalier in the $30,000 race. 
Last year’s timber champion. Doc Cebu 
faded to finish third, 20 lengths behind 
Super Saturday. Owned by Irv Naylor and 
trained by Kathy Neilson, Super Saturday 
snapped a 17-race losing streak dating to 
an allowance timber win at Camden in 
March, 2015. 

GaUigan, winning his third race of the 
season and first aboard Super Saturday, 
loved his early position. 

“I guess they were all told to be handy 
and they took it literally, they were going 
very fast, I was happy to have him with 
a lead but off the pace,” GaUigan said. “I 
just kind of had him in my hands, but he’s 
a very quirky horse, if I start chasing him, 
he’s going to say, d’m not trying.’ I let him 
think it was his idea, it worked out great 
because they went so fast I sat off them 
but stiU got a lead, he jumped so good, he’s 
one of the best jumpers I’ve ever ridden, 
he does it so naturaUy, he traveled into it 
real nicely.” 

Almost too nicely as the 9-year-old, 
who has refused in previous races, led the 
field to the last. 

“I’m trying not to be in front, but there’s 
nothing I can do because he’s going so 
weU, I don’t want to take him off the 
bridle because he’s not going to try for me 
off the bridle, I’m trying to keep chang¬ 
ing my hands and keep him on the bridle,” 
GaUigan said. “He’s terrible for stopping 
at home and stopping in races, he’s too 
clever for his own good. I didn’t envision 
that happening, hitting the front too soon. 
Expectations were low. He surprised us aU.”

MD-bred filly wins 
state’s first 2YO race 


Jellicoe Creek's 2-year-old 
homebred filly Gallanor over¬ 
came a slow start and finished 
fast to spring a 15-1 upset in 
Maryland's first juvenile race 
of 2018, a 4y2-furlong maiden 
special weight April 29 at Lau¬ 
rel Park. Trained by Phil 
Schoenthal and ridden by Car¬ 
los Quinones, she got her head 
down on the wire to win over 
favorite No Refunds, with 
Margie Is Livid third in a blan¬ 
ket finish. 

Gallanor, a daughter of 
Maryland sire Redeemed, was 
making her first official start, 
but had gained experience 
from a victory at the Aiken Tri¬ 
als in South Carolina in March. 

"She was pretty profession¬ 
al today," said Schoenthal. 
"She had a race under her belt 


when she won the Aiken Trials 
so we felt like coming in with 
the edge of experience that she 
was really going to run well." 

"It's nice to breed one as 
well as own one," said Ron 
Madden. "I've had a few race¬ 
horses over the years, but it's 
nice to also breed them." 

The filly is eligible for the 
Maryland Million in October, 
and Schoenthal has it circled 
on his calendar. 

"Finding a race will be the 
hardest thing," he said about 
her next start. "We'll just get 
her back to the barn and see 
how she comes out of it and 
make a plan from there. Cer¬ 
tainly the Maryland Million 
has got to be the year-end 
goal, for sure. That's a long 
way away." ^ 


In Memoriam 

Margie Fisher 
MacNeille 

IN^argie Fisher MacNeille died March 15. She was 
the oldest daughter of Janon Fisher Jr., one of the 
founding members of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. She graduated from Garrison Forest School 
in 1942 and Katherine Gibbs Secretarial school in New 
York City and played the piano. She rode at a young age 
helping to break yearlings, galloping her father's 
racehorses at Pimlico (during World War II, she was one 
of the first women to do this). She made hunters and 
loved to fox hunt, knowing the country at Elkridge- 
Harford and her home country with the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds. Margie never forgot a horse or their 
pedigree, contributed a number of pedigree columns to 
The Maryland Horse magazine and was very helpful to her 
father with the Maryland Bloodstock Agency. 

As a graduation present, she was given a mare named 
Swing Music, who became the dam of stakes winner 
Shivaree and 10 other winners, plus was the granddam of 
one of her favorite hunters. Sun Dog, who retired from 
racing after winning two American Grand Nationals over 
brush at Belmont Park. 

Margie lived at "King's Eye" for 68 years and was 
married to Merrall MacNeille. Together they had a flock 
of sheep and raised lamb to sell. For many years Merrall 
was the chief steward at the Maryland tracks and 
Delaware Park. 

Margie is survived by her children Margie MacNeille 
of Anchorage, Alaska, Ann MacNeille of Catonsville and 
Merrall MacNeille Jr. of Duneeden, New Zealand; also 
two step-daughters, Ellen Charles of Chevy Chase and 
Melissa Cantacuzene of Aldie, Va.; brother Janon Fisher 
III, sisters Amelia Fisher, Julie Colhoun, Eugenia Elder 
and Ann Este Stifle. ^

W inter is behind us, summer is not far off 
and Monmouth Park was up and run¬ 
ning. That’s good news for the connections of 
a couple of Jersey-breds who appear poised to 
make some noise before the year is out. 

Both Blank Paige and Sunny Ridge were in 
action during April at Aqueduct and showed 
signs that, for them, 2018 could be a very 
productive year. 


actually a very tough field he faced,” Servis said. 
“He ran hard and he came back good after the 
race. He’s ready to go.” 

Servis had originally hoped to have Sunny 
Ridge ready for another crack at the Brooklyn, 
but doesn’t believe he has enough time to get 
the son of Holy Bull ready for a mile and a 
half race. He said he has not picked out where 
Sunny Ridge would start next. 


Officers 
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Sunny Ridge, you already know. Bred and 
owned by Dennis Drazin and trained by Jason 
Servis, he was the 2016 New Jersey-bred Horse 
of the Year. He won the Grade 3 Withers that 
year at 3 and finished third in the Grade 1 
Haskell behind Exaggerater. For him, 2017 
was not a total loss as he won two non-graded 
stakes at Aqueduct and finished second in the 
historic Grade 2 Brooklyn in June at Belmont. 
But that would be his last start of the year, and 
he did not live up to the lofty expectations that 
had been placed on him. 

“He was just sour and needed a break. It 
was nothing more than that,” Servis explained. 

It took the trainer 10 months to get Sunny 
Ridge back to where he wanted him. He made 
his return April 20 in an $85,000 allowance 
race at Aqueduct, where he finished second, 
beaten three-quarters of a length. Though that 
might not have been vintage Sunny Ridge, it 
was a good effort off a long layoff and a sign 
that the 5-year-old gelding is about to regain 
top form. 

“He had been off 10 months and I thought 
I had found a nice soft spot for him. That was 


Servis knows what he has in Sunny Ridge. 
This is not the sort of horse who will win an 
Eclipse Award and he may never be a Grade 1 
winner. But he is tough horse who, if he stays 
healthy, should make a lot of money. 

“If he put $400,000 into his account this 
year I would be happy,” he said. “He could do 
that this year and he could do that next year. 
He’s not that old and he’s got the ability to get 
that done.” 

Because Sunny Ridge is capable of winning 
races with much larger purses than what is 
offered in New Jersey-bred stakes, he may not 
appear that often this summer at Monmouth. 
Servis said one race he will definitely try to 
make is the Iselin. 

Blank Paige has a long way to go before she 
can be compared to a horse like Sunny Ridge, 
but she’s shown enough potential to suggest she 
could very well win an open company stakes 
some day. 

Owned by her breeder, Danny Lopez, Blank 
Paige did not make her debut until earlier this 
year, in a January maiden claimer at Aqueduct 
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while in for a $20,000 tag. She was already 4, but Lopez said 
she had never had any major problems and had been set back 
by an illness. She finished second in her debut, but Lopez 
and trainer Linda Rice liked what they saw that day and ran 
her back in a maiden special weight. She won that day by 1 Vi 
lengths and came back a month later to win an April 15 starter 
allowance at the Big A. 

“I thought she could run and she showed she could run the 
first time when she ran a mile and just got beat,” Lopez said. 
“We ran her back in the maiden special and she definitely 
moved forward. She took another step forward when she won 
the starter allowance. That puts us in a good spot because she 
still has all her conditions left for the Monmouth meet.” 

Because Lopez wanted Blank Paige with a local trainer for 
the Monmouth meet he has sent her to Stacy Machiz. The 
daughter of Jump Start might be good enough to immediately 


tackle Jersey-bred stakes company, but Lopez said he will first 
attempt to win at the allowance level. 

“Ultimately, wed like to have her come out of the meet 
without blowing any conditions for the New York allowance 
races,” Lopez said. “They have $70,000 allowance races and 
she’s also eligible for the bonus they give to Jersey-breds for 
winning in open company. We’ll see what happens. If she 
shows enough talent that we think she can place in an open 
stakes race we’ll have to look at that.” 

Blank Paige, out of Not For Love’s stakes-placed daughter 
Blank Inivition, is a half-sister to 6-year-old Banana Anna, 
who was also bred by and at one time campaigned for Lopez. 
Now based in Pennsylvania with trainer Jamie Ness for Jagger 
Inc., she has won each of her four years of competition, 
earning $201,505.

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Rutgers Equine Science Centers Endowed 
Research Fund supports innovative research 
on Equine Assisted Activities and Therapies 


W hile it is commonly thought that human and animal 

interactions have a positive impact on both the human 
and animal, previous studies have only focused on the impact 
that Equine Assisted Activities & Therapies (EAAT) has on 
people. 

Used for the first time since its creation, the study was 
funded by the Rutgers University Equine Science Center s 
Gwendolin E. Stableford Endowed Equine Research Eund. 

In what might be potentially groundbreaking research for 
those interested in EAAT as a way to help veterans with Post- 
Traumatic Stress Disorder (PTSD), this study was one of the 
first trials conducted that focused on not only the effects on the 
human side of this type of therapy, but also on the horse. 

The study was conducted at the Monmouth County Park 
Systems Sunnyside Equestrian Center in Lincroft, N.J., for five 
consecutive days in April of 2016. Sitting on part of the 135- 
acre site and preserved as open space by the Monmouth County 
Board of Chosen Ereeholders, the Sunnyside Equestrian Center 


works closely with the community to provide therapeutic 
riding and activities to people of all abilities. Volunteers who 
directed and serviced the EAAT sessions came from SPUR 
(Special People United to Ride), as they guided seven veterans 
from Lakewood Veterans Affairs during the trial. Blood 
samples were used to look at specific markers in the blood, 
such as the hormone oxytocin, which is frequently described as 
the love or happiness hormone. “To our knowledge, this is the 
first report of the measurement of oxytocin in horses used in 
EAAT programs” stated Karyn Malinowski, Eounding Director 
of the Rutgers Equine Science Center. “If the concentration of 
this hormone increased during the trial, we would be able to 
suggest a positive effect on the horses.” The other hormone that 
was analyzed was cortisol, or the “stress hormone.”

/Rebecca Montaldo 
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Three-flme Ohio Horse of die Year Catlaunch 
euthanized al Oid Friends 


C alled “The Lou Gehrig of Old 
Friends” by founder and owner 
Michael Blowen, three-time 
Ohio Horse of the Year Catlaunch was 
euthanized at the farm May 4. While he 
was responding well to a rear-end nerve 
disorder in recent months, the condition 
returned and worsened quickly, leading to 
the decision. “He was doing so well when 
we first started working with him,” said 
retired jockey-turned equine therapist Joe 
Steiner. “It was great to see him respond 
and enjoy his life on the farm again. He 
was a really cool horse and welcomed the 
attention. On a personal note, I will really 
miss him.” 

Catlaunch was an accredited Ohio- 
bred by Noble Cat out of Skilaunch, by 
Relaunch, owned and bred by O.T.B.O. 
board member Ron Fields. His career be¬ 
gan in 2003 and he was trained by Luis 
“Albert” Palacios until his untimely death 
in 2005. Fields entrusted the care of his 
homebred to Albert’s longtime assistant 
Ivan Vazquez, who guided him through a 
total of 108 lifetime starts until his retire¬ 
ment in September 2013. The choco¬ 
late-colored gelding won 40 races-24 of 
those stakes races-for career earnings of 
$1,122,309. 


Daily Racing Form columnist Joe Nev- 
ills wrote a fitting description of the Ohio 
legend for the Old Friends commemora¬ 
tive magazine published by the Form. 

Let’s be clear, a sport can’t survive 
without global superstars. Horses like 
American Pharoah and California 
Chrome are as critical to horse racing as

basketball. 

That said, what makes any sporting 
endeavor truly enjoyable is the local leg¬ 
end-the competitor who goes almost 
unknown outside of his local sphere, but 
you look at him and say, “That’s my guy.” 

Catlaunch was “my guy” for many fans 
on the Ohio circuit, hitting each stop on 
the state’s handicap division schedule like 
clockwork over the course of a decade, 
and winning a lot of them. Of the Ohio- 
bred program’s three million-dollar earn¬ 
ers, only one had his own T-shirt during 
his on-track career, and it wasn’t Harlan’s 
Holiday. 

Catlaunch raced 108 times, with all 
but two of those starts coming in his 
home state, and won in stakes company 
up to age 12. In an era of superstar horses 
who are too fragile or valuable to run 
more than a carefully charted handful of 
times, Catlaunch was a local institution, 
and he continuously rewarded those who 
went along for the ride.That’s what makes 
“my guys” special. That’s what makes 
Catlaunch special. 

He will be missed, and his achieve¬ 
ments not forgotten.

Alflssimo speeds te frenl running upset in $75,000 Babst/Paiacins 


N ot since the late, great Cat- 
launch had a horse won the Ed¬ 
ward Babst/Albert Palacios Me¬ 
morial Handicap three times. Champion 
sprinter Rivers Run Deep accomplished 
that feat in 2017 and seemed destined to 
surpass it this year. Trainer Chris Hartman 
had developed a recipe for success over 
the past three years: Start with a series of 


well planned works at Oaklawn Park, add 
a strong effort in a race at the Hot Springs 
oval and pour into a van headed to Bel- 
terra Park for a blue ribbon win. 

All of those ingredients were in play 
entering this year’s edition of the Thistle¬ 
down stakes. The 7-year-old gelding re¬ 
corded a bullet work and an impressive 
win over a tough field at Oaklawn. Local 


riding legend Perry Ouzts was deputized 
to ride and since it was a Handicap he was 
assigned a 128-pound impost-he won 
the race last year by 6 lengths while toting 
129 pounds.The betting public made him 
a 3-5 favorite of six as they entered the 
gate for the 6-furlong challenge. 

When the latch sprung, Altissimo went 
right to the front under Christian Pilares.

At the 
half-mile marker, Ouzts asked the favorite 
for his patented winning move and while 
he responded, Altissimo was let out a 
notch to increase his lead. “I was the only 
real speed in the field,” said Pilares. “I 
knew Rivers Runs Deep was behind me 


and into the stretch I just tapped him [Al¬ 
tissimo] on the shoulder and he pulled 
away.” 

From the half-mile to the wire there 
was no change in the field’s order, though 
Altimisso pulled away by 6 lengths under 
a hand ride in 1:09.89. Rivers Run Deep 
finished lengths ahead of Cake Pop. 
“After his last win in open allowance 


company there really wasn’t anything in 
the condition book for him,” said assistant 
trainer Stacy Dodge-McGirr. “We just 
put him through a series of strong gallops 
and two works and he was sitting on go 
today.” 

Altissimo is a 5-year-old gelded son 
of Noble Causeway out of Great Goin 
Rose, by Albert the Great. He was bred by 
Nancy Lavrich and Niknar Farm and is 
owned by Lavrich and Elizabeth Rankin. 
The Babst/Palacios was an exacta of sorts 
for Lavrich, who is also the co-breeder 
of Rivers Run Deep with Walmac Farm 
LLC. Trained by Richard Zielinski, Altis¬ 
simo now sports a record of 27-9-3-3 for 
earnings of $221,888. 

WINNERS CIRCLE: Keeping tradi¬ 
tion alive, direct connections to the stakes 
namesakes were on hand to present the 
winner’s circle trophy. Gayle Babst, for¬ 
mer Executive Director of the O.T.B.O., 
represented her family, and Stephanie 
Miltenberger from Germany and Lori 
Meininger are nieces of Gertrude “Trau- 
dy” Palacios. Traudy could not be at the 
race due to her health, but they all decid¬ 
ed to keep her presence in the winner’s 
circle by wearing one of her many fash¬ 
ionable race day hats.

A race named after a stalwart in 
Ohio breeding, Dr. Theodore F. 
Classen, produced a solid two- 
horse stretch run by two accredited-breds 
who shine a bright light on the Ohio 
Fund Program. True Cinder won this race 
last year and came into the race with 
$289,300 from 13 starts. Leona’s Reward, 
second in last year’s edition, had a bank¬ 
roll of $424,356 coming into the race and 


was making her seasonal debut in the 
Kentucky Derby Day test at 6 furlongs. 

With 10 wins to her credit, Leona’s 
Reward surprisingly had never won at 6 
furlongs. While she may blossom at the 
longer distances later in the season, 
O.T.B.O. past president Tim Hamm had 
her primed for a sprint with two bullet 
works at Tampa Bay Downs.That ground¬ 
work showed proof positive for the 


5-year-old accredited mare. “It actually 
did not surprise me that she won sprint¬ 
ing,” Hamm stated. “She had gotten into 
a pattern where the riders were sending 
and sending her, so we switched to Pablo 
Morales who does a great job keeping 
her off the pace just a hair. Since then he 
has won on her in four of her last five 
starts.” 

You have to play with the cards you 
get and Hamm and his partner Michael 
Friedman were dealt the perfect hand in 
the TF. Classen. “We got the perfect sce¬ 
nario,” said Hamm. “Both of the speed 
horses were side by side along the rail and 
we were on the outside. They went head 
to head until the stretch when True Cin¬ 
der started to edge clear and then Pablo 
went after her. After he switched sticks 
she really dug in and they timed it per¬ 
fectly to the wire.” 

Sent away as the odds-on favorite, Le¬ 
ona’s Reward was soundly bumped to the 
outside by Mygirlfriday at the gate break, 
but luckily it did not compromise the 
outcome. The one-length win in this race 
for Accredited Ohio-breds pushed her 
career earnings to $470,856. The daugh¬ 
ter of Parent’s Reward, out of Prime 
Time Dancer, by Montbrook, was bred 
by owner Blazing Meadows Farm.

N ever off the board in six career 
starts, Ron DeWolf’s homebred 
Charlee’s Magic stamped him¬ 
self as a 3-year-old to watch on the Ohio 
racing scene with an impressive front-run¬ 
ning win in the $75,000 614-furlong Tall 
Stacks Stakes at Belterra Park on Ken¬ 
tucky Derby Day. 

Undefeated Buster’s Boy, an accredited 
Ohio-bred, came into the race with an 
unblemished 3-for-3 record including an 
impressive wire-to-wire win in the recent 
Howard B. Noonan Stakes over 11 foes at 
Mahoning Valley. In the Noonan, he fin¬ 
ished 4/4 in front of Charlee’s Magic and 
was installed as the 4-5 favorite in the Tall 
Stacks —the tables would be turned. 

Charlee’s Magic, ridden by Irwin 
Rosendo, took the role as pacesetter at 
Belterra, but spent most of the race duel- 


















ing by a head in front of Buster’s Boy. 
Those two put on a show, matching 
strides until the final furlong when Over 
Icce finally got out of trouble while being 
blocked in midstretch and rallied to se¬ 
cure the second spot by a length over 
Buster’s Boy Cruising over a rain soaked 
wet fast track, the final time was 1:18.40 
O.T.B.O. member Ron DeWolf chose 
the stallion Jump Start as a match for his 
Lear Fan mare Mizz Charlee, a pedigree 
that suggests future success on the turf. 
Trained by H.B.P.A. board member Mike 


Rone, the consistent Charlee’s Magic is 
now a stakes winner and two-time stakes- 
placed earner of $125,880 from only six 
career starts. 

“You can’t win them without the 
horse and Mr. DeWolf breeds and raises 
good ones,” said trainer Mike Rone, who 
works double duty with his horses as their 
exercise rider. “I’m blessed to have had 
good horses for Mr. DeWolf over the 
years, his horses give you confidence. We 
have a few more in the barn and a 2-year- 
old half-sibling to ‘Charlee’ should get his 


gate card this week.” Rone took the 
blinkers off Charlee’s Magic after his 
third-place finish in the Best of Ohio Ju¬ 
venile last October. “When I took them 
off he kind of looked at me as if to say- 
‘ThankYou’.” He closed out his juvenile 
season with an easy “blinkers free” romp 
in a $29,800 allowance at Mahoning Val¬ 
ley. Prior to his win in the Tall Stacks he 
was second in his seasonal debut in the 
Howard B. Noonan Stakes at Mahoning 
Valley.

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Midnight Poker: 
a hot hand for new breeders 

By Linda Dougherty 


For many years, Dr. Lou Bucky has been a 
member of the partnership group Main Line 
Racing Stabie, which has raced many stakes 
winners under the guidance of trainer John 
Servis. 

But it wasn’t untii Aprii 21 that Dr. Bucky 
couid add the titie of ‘‘stakes-winning breeder” 
to his already impressive resume. Dr. Bucky, one 
of the country’s top doctors for cosmetic and 
reconstructive surgery, whose clinical work has 
been featured on national television programs 
like Good Morning America, Heaithwatch and 
CNN, is the breeder of Midnight Poker, an 
undefeated son of Smarty Jones trained by 
Servis and owned by Main Line Racing Stable. 
Midnight Poker’s most recent triumph came in 
the $85,000 Robert Hilton Memorial Stakes at 
Hollywood Casino at Charles Town Races April 
21 . 

Foaled in Pennsylvania at Lojeski Farm in 
Emmaus, Midnight Poker has thus far proven to 
be a very nice surprise, winning all four of his 
lifetime starts and climbing from the maiden- 
claiming ranks to that of stakes competition. 

The story of Midnight Poker began when 
Main Line Racing Stable raced his dam. Halo 
Hollie, a daughter of Halo’s Image, from 2010 
until early 2012. 

‘‘Halo Hollie was a favorite of mine,” said Dr. 
Bucky. ‘‘She had a good career with us, and at 
one point she had won three races in a row. She 
was versatile and a good athlete-she could go 
short or long, and run on dirt or turf.” 

‘‘She was big and beautiful,” recalled Servis. 
‘‘And every time you led her over there, she ran 
her heart out.”

In February 2012 at Parx Racing, Halo Hollie 
was claimed away from Main Line Racing Stable 
and then spent the next two years competing 
throughout the mid-Atlantic region, changing 
hands several times. 

‘‘I kept my eye on her, and offered to buy her 
back as a broodmare,” recalled Dr. Bucky. ‘‘I got 
her for $2,500 [in August 2013] and then she 
was retired.” 

Halo Hollie headed to the breeding shed with a 
record of 35 starts, 11 wins, and nearly $260,000

in earnings. The first staiiion she was bred to 
was Smarty Jones, whom Servis neariy won 
the Tripie Crown with in 2004, and in 2015 she 
foaied Midnight Poker. 

"He doesn’t iook iike Haio Hoiiie, but he is 
a beautifui horse,” said Dr. Bucky. "John [Ser¬ 
vis] didn't know what to think of him before his 
first start, because he didn’t show much in the 
morning, so we decided to put him in a maiden 
ciaimer. He won that first race [Sept. 5, 2017, 
at Parx] and then we brought him back in a 
starter aiiowance [Dec. 4], which he won pretty 
impressiveiy. After he won, John said, ‘this 
horse might be okay,' and after a three-month 
break we entered him in an open aiiowance 
at Parx [March 5] at 7 furiongs, which he won 
by neariy 6 iengths, even though Kendrick 
Carmouche said he was getting a iittie tired 
after the race.” 

Servis thought Midnight Poker might do 
weii against stakes competition, so he picked 
out the Robert Hiiton Memoriai tor 3-year-oids 
at 7 furiongs, which shared the card with the 
$1.15 miiiion Charies Town Ciassic-G2. 

With one of the nation's top jockeys, irad 
Ortiz Jr., aboard, the geiding seized the iead 
right out ot the gate and estabiished neariy a 
2-iength advantage through the tirst haif-miie 
whiie basicaiiy being under a hand ride. He 
maintained that iead around the tar turn, and 
then Ortiz went to the stick, urging him aiong 


to turn back the chaiienge ot Threes Over 
Deuces, who had been steadied eariy but was 
raiiying strongiy under Arnaido Bocachica. 
Midnight Poker, however, had pienty ieft, and 
began to increase his iead to the wire, winning 
by 1 % iengths in 1:25.14 as the betting 
favorite. 

"That was a very impressive race, and he 
earned a big speed figure, too,” said Dr. Bucky. 
"it was especiaiiy exciting because he was the 
first stakes winner i’ve bred.” 

"Midnight Poker isn’t a very big horse, 
and he was a reai handfui when he was being 
broken,” said Servis. "When i got him, he 
didn’t show much untii he ran, so i wasn't reai 
confident going into his first race. He’s had a 
different rider in every one of his races, and 
every rider ioves him.” 

Four Bucks Racing, the geiding’s ofticiai 
breeder, is comprised of the entire Bucky 
famiiy-daughters Aiexandra and Oaroiine, wife 
Eiizabeth, and Lou. 

"This horse keeps proving us wrong, every 
step he takes,” said Dr. Bucky, reterring to 
Midnight Poker’s road to an unbeaten record, 
during which he's amassed earnings ot 
$144,570. "His next start wiii iikeiy be in the 
$100,000 Danzig Stakes [for Pennsyivania- 
bred 3-year-oids at 6 furiongs] at Penn 
Nationai on June 2.” 


Dr. Bucky said that Haio Hoiiie foaied a 
tiiiy by Overanaiyze Aprii 28, and is scheduied 
to be bred back to Mizzen Mast. Haio Hoiiie 
has a 2-year-oid coit by Jump Start named 
Detibriiiator that wiii be trained by Servis, and 
an Afieet Aiex yeariing fiiiy. Dr. Bucky aiso 
has an interest in two other Pennsyivania- 
based broodmares with Main Line Racing 
Stabie-Whistiing Straits, a winning Scat Daddy 
mare who had a Tapizar tiiiy in eariy Aprii, and 
Bai Bai Baby, a winning Unbridied’s Song mare 
who had a coit by Vioience in March. 

Dr. Bucky said he became a horse owner 
through his goif outings with the renowned 
professionai Gary Piayer; Piayer has received 
woridwide acciaim tor breeding top Thorough¬ 
breds, inciuding Grade 1 Sword Dancer invita- 
tionai winner Broadway Fiyer, at his Gary Piayer 
Stud Farm in South Atrica, and he encouraged 
Dr. Bucky to get invoived in the sport. 

"My tirst horse was co-owned with Gary 
Piayer in Fiorida; eventuaiiy i met John [Servis] 
and then other triends got together and formed 
Main Line Racing Stabie,” he said. "These 
are a group of guys who iove racing and just 
iove having a good time. They understand the 
business and take their iosses weii.” 

Thus far. Midnight Poker has given the 
Main Line partners and Four Bucks Racing 
pienty to cheer about.

T he period between March 21 and 
April 20 was unusually quiet for 
South Carolina farms and training 
centers as only two graduates, Elevenses 
and Synchrony, notched stakes victories- 
On March 24, Elevenses proved best 
in the Any Limit Stakes at Gulfstream 
Park.

Later that day Synchrony recorded 
his second stakes win in a row in Eair 
Grounds’ Muniz Memorial Handicap-G2. 
A graduate of Jane Dunn’s program at 
Holly Hill, Synchrony had won the 
Grade 3 New Orleans Handicap in his 
previous start. In the Muniz, this 5-year- 
old son of Tapit raced mid-pack for the 
first 6 furlongs. Coming five wide turning 
for home, he grabbed the lead in mid¬ 
stretch and drew away late to win by PA 
lengths as the favorite in the field of 11.

me 2 -year-old breeze shows seem to 
have a direct correlation to the prices 
_ of the horses. Those that breeze an 
eighth or a quarter-mile the fastest, tend 
to bring the highest prices. 

Over the years, people have said they 
do not like to see young horses tear down 
the stretch. Kip Elser, a member of the 
SCTOBA Board, approached the Easig- 
Tipton Two-Year-Olds in Training Sale 
at Gulfstream Park on March 28 with 
an outside-the-box plan. He and a silent 
partner bought three colts and two fillies 


at the 2017 yearling sales with the intent 
of selling at the Gulfstream sale without 
timed workouts. Instead, the horses came 
down the lane in an untimed open gallop 
during the breeze show. 

Pour sold for total of $485,000, well 
over three times the initial investment of 
$145,000. The one that did not sell will 
most likely be sold privately. 

This is a novel idea and it will be 
interesting to see if it catches on going 
forward.

Summer jump-racing action shifts 
to Saratoga and Monmouth Park 

American Steeplechasing will spend the 
summer in the mountains and at the shore with a 
strong program of jump racing at Saratoga Race 
Course in July and August and two or three races 
at Monmouth Park on Thursday, Aug. 9. 

New York Racing Association officials have 
scheduled six jump races—four of them stakes 
races—at Saratoga, the flagship Upstate New 
York track in the Adirondack foothills. 

Keying the six races on the Saratoga schedule 
will be the two Grade 1 mainstays, the A.P. 

Smithwick Memorial on Thursday, July 26, and 
the New York Turf Writers Cup on Thursday, 

Aug. 23. Each race will carry a $175,000 purse, 
a $25,000 increase from last year’s levels. 

The Smithwick and the New York Turf Writers 
were won by longshots in 2017, with Rosbrian 
Farm’s Swansea Mile winning at 28.50-1 and 
Flying Elvis Stable’s Diplomat at 17.70-1. 

The Saratoga action kicks off on Wednesday, 

July 25, with the $75,000 Jonathan Kiser Novice 
Stakes, which will launch a strong midweek 
jumping package with the A. P. Smithwick the 
following day. 

The $75,000 Michael G. Walsh Novice Stakes 
will be run on Wednesday, Aug. 22, the afternoon 
before the New York Turf Writers. Fast year’s 
novice champion, Moscato, won the Walsh after 
finishing second in the Kiser. 

Also on the schedule are $65,000 allowance 
optional claiming races on Wednesday, Aug. 1,

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Maryland, Virginia timber classics 
attract favorable media coverage 


The best of a uniquely Ameriean sport, timber 
raeing, was on display in April and early May 
in the Maryland timber elassies and the Virginia 
Gold Cup. Both reeeived wide and favorable 
attention in print media publieations in both 
states. 

The Maryland timber triple erown raees—the 
My Lady’s Manor on April 14, the Grand National 
a week later, and the Maryland Hunt Cup on April 
28—^were all preeeded by editorial eoverage in 
the Baltimore Sun, most of it written by veteran 
sports reporter Mike Klingaman. 

Prior to the My Lady’s Manor, the Sun featured 
a eenterpieee portrait by Klingaman of leading 
National Steepleehase Assoeiation owner Irv 
Naylor. The lengthy story with an aeeompanying 
video detailed Naylor’s eomebaek from a fall in 
the 1999 Grand National that paralyzed him. The 
story noted that Naylor remains aetive in medieal 
efforts to overeome the effeets of spinal injuries. 

A week later, before the Grand National, 
Klingaman told the story of the 1969 raee in 
whieh Dr. John R.S. Fisher, riding Island Stream, 
was beaten by his own horse. Landing Party, who 
was ridden by Paddy Neilson. 

Fisher trained Island Stream for George 
Weymouth and ehose to ride the eventual timber 
ehampion in the Grand National. A week later, 
Fisher rode Landing Party to his first of two 
Maryland Hunt Cup vietories. 

Prior to the Hunt Cup, Klingaman profiled Joy 
Slater, the first woman to win the storied raee in 
1980 (she and Caneottage repeated in 1981), and 
Anne Moran, a mother of three who won the Hunt 
Cup with Buek Jakes in 1995 and 1997. 

The Virginia Gold Cup, whieh attraets the 
largest erowds in Ameriean Steepleehasing, was

featured in at least two different publieations. 
Co-ehairs Dr. Will Allison and Dr. A1 Griffin 
were featured on the eover of the spring issue of 
Country Spirit magazine, whieh is produeed by 
Fauquier Times. That issue also eontained artieles 
foeused on steepleehasing in Virginia. 

In the week before the Virginia Gold Cup, the 
Fauquier Times published a 48-page supplement 


evoted to the Gold Cup, whieh it deseribed as the 
“greatest show on turf” Many of the artieles were 
written by Betsy Burke Parker, who also edited 
the speeial edition.

In search of workers, 
MTHA looks to Groom 
Elite Program

S everal weeks before the scheduled 
Basic Grooming 99 course at Presque 
Isle Downs & Casino near Erie, Pa., 
Dr. Reid McLeUan was somewhat con¬ 
cerned about the dearth of applicants. But 
in a matter of days, McLeUan and the race¬ 
track had heard from 31 people interested 
in the program. 

The final number, after defections, was 
24, which exceeded the cap of 20 for the 
16-hour course that features four days of 
on-hands training and a final day of review 
and assessment. Though Presque Isle has 
almost five months of racing, it’s not locat¬ 
ed in “horse country”-thus, the number of 
participants came as a surprise. 

McLeUan is hoping it’s a good sign for 
Maryland, which this summer wiU host 
its first series of Groom EUte Program 
courses. McLeUan has directed the popu¬ 
lar program for almost two decades, and 
it continues to expand its reach in North 
America. 

The MTHA last year began talking about 
hosting Groom EUte given the increasing 
pressure to find quaUfied individuals to 
work with horses on the backstretch of 
racetracks. The issue has been exacerbated 
by restrictions on H2B visas at the fed¬ 
eral level, and though more visas have been 
approved, they haven’t been released. 

The MTHA, which views Groom EUte 
as part of its overaU backstretch outreach 
program, began putting out the word in 
May. A flyer announcing the free program 
states, “Good Jobs Are AvaUable Now! 
Do you have what it takes to work with 
racehorses?” 

Basic Grooming 99, which introduces 
people to grooming and basic horse care, 
is the first step in the process. Laurel Park 
wiU be the host site the week of June 25-29, 
and McLeUan, who launched an equine spe¬ 
cialty program during his almost 15 years 
directing the Animal Industries program at 
Louisiana Tech University, wiU be on hand 
to oversee the proceedings. 


“The point is to get hot walkers into 
entry-level grooming positions,” McLeUan 
said. “The plan is to train people and get 
them to apply for a job. When we surveyed 
the people who appUed for the course at 
Presque Isle, most said they would do so.” 

The introductory course is 16 hours 
devoted to preparing people for entry- 
level jobs such as hot walker or groom and 
doesn’t include certification. Groom EUte 
101, the only nationaUy recognized groom 
certification program, is far more extensive 
with 40 hours of education over several 
weeks in order to accommodate the sched¬ 
ules of students. 

Laurel wiU host the Groom EUte 101 
program at a later date this year. 

An important part of the Basic 
Grooming 99 program is assessing the 
interest of each student to identify those 
who may seek future employment, McLel- 
lan said. The review on the fifth day of 
the basic program plays a big role in that 
process. 

McLeUan planned to have a horsemen’s 
meeting at Presque Isle during the course to 
open the Unes of communication between 
trainers and backstretch workers. 

“We have to change the mindset [of 
employment] in the industry,” McLeUan 
said. “Happy employees are aUowed to ask 
questions, and if you give answers you can 
actuaUy get some quaUty people able to do 
the job.” 

Former Maryland-based trainer Chris 
Grove is helping coordinate the Groom 
EUte Program at Laurel. The effort involves 
grassroots outreach to coUege students 
who may be interested in learning about 
basic racehorse care and grooming during 
the summer break. 

Grove said the Groom EUte Program 
curriculum is set, so it comes down to 
marketing. 

“It’s a great program, and I think we 
can get some new people involved,” Grove 
said. “Our goal is to better aU horsemanship 


skiUs-that is what this program is intended 
to do. Horsemanship has suffered over the 
last two decades, and this program can help 
turn the tide. Reid has the playbook for it.” 

The Groom EUte education programs 
are based upon the fact that education 
is most effective when it is immediately 
relevant to the person in their day-to-day 
Ufe, is dynamic, engages students in mul¬ 
tiple methods of learning, and is easy to 
understand. Materials were developed by 
coUege professors with more than 60 years 
combined experience in horses, racing and 
teaching, along with contributions from 
veterinarians, farriers, equine dentists, and 
human health and safety professionals. 

Programs are designed to provide 
knowledge and skiUs training that wiU 
enhance the abiUty of grooms and others 
to care for their horses. There also are voca¬ 
tional programs that prepare individuals 
without equine care experience for entry- 
level positions. 

Certification courses for experienced 
workers require demonstration of mini¬ 
mum knowledge on a written assessment 
and demonstration of minimum skiUs in 
five areas during a practical assessment. 
Non-certification courses provide informa¬ 
tion and hands-on experiences for those 
seeking to improve their equine care knowl¬ 
edge and skiUs. 

The MTHA, through its affiliation 
with the Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association and National Thoroughbred 
Racing Association, continues to lobby in 
Washington, DC., for immigration-related 
changes that would facilitate the hiring of 
foreign backstretch workers. But it also 
recognizes that the potential to introduce 
U.S. citizens to the possibiUties of a career 
in working with racehorses, and has made it 
part of the advertising campaign. 

As the flyer states: “A shortage of quaU¬ 
fied workers means an opportunity for 
you.” ^ 
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Looking Back 


75years ago 

B The fall Maryland racing schedule 
remained clouded due to wartime 
restrictions and ‘lack of action by the 
Maryland Racing Commission,” reported 
Don Reed. Attracting entries for the fall 
stakes were in jeopardy, if there were any 
fall stakes to be run. 

The only half-mile track operating dur¬ 
ing the summer was Hagerstown, conduc¬ 
ing a 10-day July meeting. 

“Maryland’s ‘regulars’ are pretty scat¬ 
tered now,” continued Reed, “what with 
the Delaware Park meeting off for the 
duration. Some are racing their charges 
in New York, a good many are in New 
England. . .” 

It was expected that a number of 
horsemen would head to Garden State 
Park, set to open its second season with a 
50-day meet starting in July. Garden State 
listed a dozen stakes, topped by the Jersey, 
Trenton and Vineland Handicaps, each 
$10,000-added. 

B Another wartime casualty was the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association’s 
yearling show, which had been held 
at Pimlico the previous 11 years. 
Transportation and labor problems left no 
other option. 


And publiciation of The Maryland Horse 
was becoming that much more challeng¬ 
ing when associate editor PrisciUa FuUer, 
filling in for editor Humphrey Finney 
(who was working for the war effort in 
Florida), married Sgt. Jack Menzies and 
moved to the midwest. “Meanwhile it is 
planned that The Maryland Horse shall carry 
on as best it can.” 

B Humphrey Finney returned home for 
a week’s leave and never slowed down, 
heading to Pimlico (more than once), 
Belmont Park, farms in Maryland and 
Virginia, plus Coast Guard headquarters 
in Washington, DC. 

He was back at Pimlico on May 8 and 
wrote in his Editor’s Saddle-Bag: 

Preakness Day, and a grand day to 
boot. The crowd poured in early. 

From far and near they got here, by 
some means or other. . . It was a great 
gathering, there to watch a colt race, 
whose measure is hard to make. Just 
how great a horse Count Fleet is, only 
time will tell. At present there does not 
seem to be a horse in the country to 
warm him up. 

B Johnny Waters Day was held at Pimlico 
to honor the local war hero who was 
being held captive in Germany. Lt. Col. 
John Knight Waters was a sportsman 
who loved horses and horse racing. 


played sports at Boys’ Latin School and 
Johns Hopkins University, and entered 
the cavalry after West Point before horse 
troops were mechanized. 

General Dwight D. Eisenhower pro¬ 
vided a tribute to the soldier and back¬ 
ground on events in Tunisia, which led to 
his capture. Among those at Pimlico were 
Waters’ wife Beatrice, the daughter of 
Gen. George S. Patton. 

Waters was eventually released and became 
a four-star general His stoy while imprisoned 
was well chronicled after the war, including the 
botched attempt by his father-in-law to break 
him and other prisoners of war out of Germany 
under Task Force Baum. Waters died in 1989 
at age 82. 

B Discovery’s daughter Too Timely, 
owned and bred by King Ranch, appeared 
on the magazine’s cover after winning the

50 years ago 

B Calumet Farm’s Forward Pass, awarded 
the Kentucky Derby following the 
disqualification of Peter Fuller’s Native 
Dancer son Dancer’s Image, captured 
the Preakness by 6 lengths. Dancer’s 
Image, who missed second by a nose, 
was disqualified once again, for bumping 
Mildred Beall’s Maryland-bred Martins 
Jig at the top of the stretch, and placed 
eighth. 

“The jinxed Maryland-bred colt ended 
his career in the Preakness,” noted The 
Maryland Horse, “and now is being pre¬ 
pared for stud duty in 1969.” 

B Trainer Judy Johnson, daughter of an 
English horse trainer and once a licensed 
jockey in steeplechase races, made history 
by becoming the first woman to saddle a 
Preakness starter. Her charge. Sir Beau, 
owned by Tri Colour Stable, finished

seventh (moved up to sixth) in the 
10-horse field. 

B An exciting renewal of the Jennings 
Handicap for older Maryland-bred 
runners saw Mrs. Milton Erlanger’s 
Rock Talk defeat Jim J. by a nose, with 
Maryland-bred champion Exceedingly 
third. Bred by Mrs. Joseph Walker Jr. of 
UnionviUe, Pa., 4-year-old Rock Talk was 
recording his first stakes win in the race 
named for famed trainer William Jennings 
Sr. The son of *Rasper II, trained by J. 
Bowes Bond, was stakes-placed at 2 but 
missed all of his 3-year-old season. 


It was a tight finish in the historic 
Jennings Handicap, with Rock Talk (inside) 
holding off Jim J. for his first stakes win.

10years ago 

B Defending Eclipse Award-winning 
steeplechaser Good Night Shirt was a 
determined winner in his first start of 
the year, the Grade 1 Georgia Cup at the 
Atlanta Steeplechase. “The race did not 
set up for him at all,” said trainer Jack 
Fisher. “Nothing went his way, and he 
still won. Fm glad he’s in my barn. If I 
was anybody else I’d be scared of him.” It 
was the Maryland-bred son of Concern’s 
fourth Grade 1 win in five starts.

B Jockey Edgar Prado was named to 
the National Racing HaU of Fame. The 
native of Peru moved to the U.S. in 1986 
and rode in Florida and Massachusetts 
before settling in Maryland. While based 
in Maryland he led the nation in victories 
for three consecutive years, from 1997 
to 1999, and became the fourth rider in 
history to record 500-plus wins in a year, 
hitting 536 in 1997. He moved his tack 
to New York in the summer of 1999, 
and followed with an Eclipse Award 
as champion jockey in 2006. Counted 


amongh his most memorable mounts was 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Barbaro. 

B Charlie Fenwick III followed in his 
family’s footsteps in the Maryland Hunt 
Cup as he guided Irv Naylor’s Askim 
(NZ), trained by his mother Ann Stewart, 
to the victory. 

The family’s history in the race was 
deep and successful. Fenwick’s father, 
Charlie Jr., won the race five times as 
a rider and six times as a trainer. The 
win gave Stewart her fourth as a trainer.

Fenwick’s grandfather, Cuppy Fenwick, 
served as the race’s secretary for 30 years. 
Another grandfather, Redmond Stewart 
Jr., rode in the race six times and won 
three times as a owner. And that was just 
part of the history. 

“It means a lot,” he said. “It’s quite 
emotional-it’s just fun. Some of my 
earliest memories of childhood are right 
here.” 

B Earle Mack’s 3-year-old Icabad Crane, 
a son of Jump Start trained by Graham 
Motion, recorded his first stakes win 
in Pimlico’s Federico Tesio Stakes, a 
steppingstone to the Preakness. “He’s a 
lovely horse,” said his trainer. “A pleasure 
to be around.” It was one of three stakes 
wins on the card for his Preakness- 
winning rider Jeremy Rose. 

Icabad Crane, finished third in thatjeads 
Preakness, retired a fiive-time stakes winner 
of $585,980, and has been ajoy for all 
who have worked with him. Now competing 
as an event horse for Phillip Dutton, the 
bey gelding won the title of Most Wanted 
Thoroughbred at the 2014 Retired Racehorse 
Projeefs Thoroughbred Makeover.

25years ago 

B After years of assisting with her husband Charlie’s stable, 

Ann Stewart Fenwick ventured out on her own and with her first 
Maryland Hunt Cup starter won the race with Ivory Poacher. 

The first Hunt Cup entry for Landslide Farm, a partnership 
between brothers Redmond and Jervis Finney of Upperco, Md., 
and Lew and Jane Rawlings of ViUanova, Pa., Ivory Poacher was 
ridden by 24-year-old Sanna Neilson, who in two trips over the 
course had two wins. Neilson had won two years earlier aboard 
Tom Bob. 

A long lineage of families and Hunt Cups inter¬ 
twined—Fenwick’s grandfather was Redmond Stewart, whose 
lone win in a remarkable record as a rider (he also had five sec¬ 
onds and three thirds) was aboard the family horse Landslide in 
1904. Fenwick and the Finneys were first cousins; Neilson the 
daughter of Ann’s sister Nina Stewart Strawbridge.

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History Lessons 


Mellon’s weathervane collection an inspiration 


The National Sporting Lihrarj and Museum in 
Middlehurg, Na., is dedicated to preserving, 
sharing and promoting the literature, art and 
culture of horse andfield sports. The NSLM is 
the opening venue for the exhibition of the Paul 
Mellon British Sporting Mrt collection traveling 
from Virginia Museum of Fine A.rts. The 
exhibition will be on view through July 22. The 
following is by Claudia Pfeiffer, NSLM George 
L. Ohrstrom, Jr. Curator of Art. 

P aul Mellon (1907-1999), a revered 
philanthropist and sportsman, was a 
lifelong incurable collector. He and his 
first wife Mary famously purchased their 
first George Stubbs painting in 1936 — 
Pumpkin with a Stabte-Tad, 1774, now in the 
Yale Center for British Art collection. 

At the height of his collecting, Mr. Mellon 
was acquiring in the neighborhood of 200 
works a year. By 1955 he and his second wife 
Rachel ‘‘Bunny” Mellon converted the Brick 
House, a former residence on their Rokeby 
Farm property in UpperviUe, Va., into a 
library and art gallery to house their growing 
British sporting art collection. 

Another collecting interest that Mr. 
Mellon developed was in vintage and antique 
weathervanes. He loaned one of his early 
acquisitions, a 19th century stamped copper 
cow, to the Popular Art in America exhibition 
held at the Brooklyn Museum in 1939. “Mr. 
Mellon loved the sculptural form of the 
weathervanes,” noted Beverly Carter, his 
former administrative assistant in 2002. “He 
used most of these pieces in the same way 
that he used the sculpture from his collec¬ 
tion, displaying them on tabletops or on 
freestanding pedestals throughout the Brick 
House.” 

In 1998 Mr. Mellon generously donated 
the first of several weathervanes to the 
National Sporting Library and Museum to 
adorn the main cupola of the current library 
building, then under construction. Carter 
made arrangements to have the piece trans¬ 
ferred from the basement of the Brick House 
so that it could be installed while a construc¬ 
tion crane was on site. 

When Mr. Mellon passed away in 1999, he 
bequeathed an additional 11 weathervanes 
that he had collected between 1973 and 1991, 
one of which was a life estate bequest. The 
latter and another weathervane bequeathed 
by Mrs. Mellon came to NSLM when she 
passed away in 2014, bringing the collection 
to a total of thirteen objects. Hound Chasing a 
Fox adorned the Hunter Barn at Rokeby 
Farm, and is a litde worse for wear. Remnants 
of gold leaf are stiU visible; however it is 




oxidized and has several holes that seem to 
have been the result of target practice! 

Several of the weathervanes are on dis¬ 
play in the library and museum, and the col¬ 
lection as a whole provides a significant 
overview of desirable forms, subject matter, 
finishes, and sizes produced in the 19th cen¬ 
tury by a variety of manufacturers, some 
unknown. Not surprisingly there are five 
weathervanes that are equine-related, includ¬ 
ing the two previously mentioned, a mid-19th 
century trotter and rider, a fuU-body figure 
horse and jockey, and a highly-detailed child 
and pony cart manufactured by J. L. Mott 
Ironworks, N.Y., c. 1893. The three latter 
ones adorn the library’s Paul Mellon Foyer. 

Farm animals and wildlife subjects that 
Mr. Mellon added to the collection include a 
running fox, a small ram, a large ram, a buU, 
and the massive pig that adorns the stacks in 
the Main Reading Room. Mr. Mellon was

particularly fond of the pig which he dis¬ 
played on a table in the Abbey Room, the 
main library at the Brick House. 

Another fine example is the 26-inch long 
copper and gold-leaf grasshopper that is on 
view opposite the NSLM executive director’s 
office. Mr. Mellon originally had it installed 
outdoors at his private airstrip for several 
years before having it regilt and placed on 
display at the Brick House as well. 

In an interview “Paul Mellon on Collecting 
Art,” before his passing, Mr. Mellon was 
seated in the Brick House surrounded by the 
iconic collection he had amassed over several 
decades and planned to gift to several public 
institutions. Behind his left shoulder was his 
famed first Stubbs painting of Pumpkin and 
over his right—a horse weathervane with left 
front leg raised, most likely the one now in 
the National Sporting Library and Museum’s 
collection. When asked to give advice on col¬ 
lecting, Mr. Mellon said about his lifelong 
passion, “Immerse yourself in whatever you 
are interested in,” jokingly adding, “but if 
you’re very lucky, you won’t do it at aU.”
